Which ſpectacle the Souldan s Janiſaries beholding, were ſo 
amazed with fear, that they ran in all haſfe to the Palace, and cer- 
tified the Souldan what had hapned, who commanded every part 
of the. Court to be ſtrongly Guarded with Armed Soldiers, 
ſuppoſing the Engliſh Knight rather to be ſome — alcended 
from the deep, than any Creature of Humane Subſtance, oz eife 


one poileſled with ſome Divine Inſpiration, that by the fozce of

St. James the Champion of Spain, having eſcaped the danger of 
Death, and at full liberty to depart from that unhappy Nation; he 
fell into many cogitations, one while thinking upon the true Love 
of Celeſtine ( whole. name as yet he was iaroꝛant ot) another 
while upon the cruelty of her Father: then intending to depart 
into his own Country, but loking-. back to the.

whereof hung a Silver Glove, and upon the point was erened a 
Golden Crown: Then the Puſick ſounded another C ourſe, or 
which the Jdmiral of Babylon was Leader, who pzeſented her 
with a Ueſture of pure Silk of the colour of the Rain-bow, bzought 
in by Diana, Venus and Juno: which being done, the Puſick 
ſounded the third time, in which courſe St. James, tho' unknown, 
was the Leader of the Dance, who, af the end thereof pzeſented 


Celeſtine with a Garland of ſweet Flowers, which was brought 


in by the ther Gzaces, and put upon her head. Aſterwards the 
Chꝛiſtian & hampion intending to diſcover himſelf unto his Lady 
and Miſtreſs, tik her by the lilly⸗hand, and led her a ſtate iy Mo- 
riſco Dance. which was no ſoner finiſhed, but he offered her the 
Diamond Ring which the gave him at his departure in the Wwds, 
the which the pzeſently knew by the Poeſie, and ſhoꝛtly after had. 
intelligence of his long continued Dumbneſs, his counterfeit Co⸗ 
four, his changing of Nature, and t rw danger he put himſelf 
to foz her ſake 2 which cauſed; her with all the ſpeed ſhe conid polſi⸗ 
bly make, to bꝛeak off Company, and to retire into a Chamber which 
ſhe had by, where the ſame Evening ſhe had a long Conference 
with her true and faithful- Lover and adventurous Champion: 


and to conglude,, they made ſome agrement betwixt them, that the

ſame night unknown to any in the Court, ſhe bad Jeruſalem adieu, 


and by the light of Cynchiz's gliſtering Beams ffole from her Fa⸗ 


ther's Palace, where in company of none but St. James, the 
tok her Journey towards the Countrey of Spain. But this Noble 
knight dy Policy pꝛevented all enſuing Dangers, foz he ſhod his 
Yozſe backwards, whereby when they were miffed in the Court, 
they might be followed the contrary way. 

By this means eicapsd the two Lovers from the Fury of the 
Tews, and arrived ſafely in Spain, in the City of Sevil,- wherein the 
b:ave Champion St. James was bon: where now we ſave them 
foz a time to their own contented minds. Alſo paſſing over the 
hurly⸗burly in Jeruſalem foz the loſs of Celeſtine, the vain purſuits

After he had read what was wꝛitten over the Gate, defire cf 
Fame ſo incouraged him, and the thirſt of Bonour ſo imboldned his 
Valiant mind, that he either vowed to redeem thoſe Ladies from 
their ſervitude, oꝛ die with honour by the fury of the Gyant. So 
going to the Caſtle Gate, he ſtruck ſo vehementiy thereon, with 
the Pummel of his Swozd, that it ſounded like a Thunder⸗clap:

But ſuch was the Tiſdom 
and Policy of the woꝛthy Champion, not to withſtand the fozce of 
his Tea pon, till the Gyant grew bzeathleſs, and not able thzough 
is long labour to lift the Mak above his head, and fikewiſe the 
heat of the Sun was ſo intolerable (by reaſon of the extream 
heighth of the Pountain, and the mighty weight of his Jron Coat) 
that the ſweat of the Gyant's bzows ran into his eyes, and by 
reaſon he was ſo extream fat, he grew ſo blind, that he could not 
le to endure Combat with him any longer, and as fat as he could 
perceive, would have retired oz run back agam into his own 
Caſtle, but that the Italian Champion with a bold Courage aſſailed 
the Gyant ſo fiercely, that he was fozced to let his Oak tall, and 
ſkand gaſping foz bzeath, which when this Noble Knight beheld, 
with a freſh [ſupply he redoubled his blows fo couragioully, that they 
fell on the Gyant's Armour like a Stoun of Uinfer's Rail, whereby 
at laſt Blanderon was compelled to ask the Champion Mercy, and 
to crave at his hands ſome reſpite of bzeathing : but his demand

days, neither ſeeing the gladſome bzightneſs of the Sun, noz the 
comfoztable countenance the Pon, but only guided by — la⸗ 
nets of the Elements, he hapned to a Male of walking Spirits 
which he tuppoſed to be the very Dungeon of burning Acheron:

Om mul} we return to the Chaiſfian Champions, and [peak 
>. of their Battels in Perſia, and what happened to them in 
St. George 8 abſence, fo: it vou remember betoze, being in Egypt, 
when he bad news of his Lady's-condemnation in England, fo 
the Purther of che Earl of Coventry, he cauſed them to march 
into Perſia, and int ouraged them to revenge his wongful Impꝛi⸗ 
lonment upon che Souldan's Pꝛovinceg; in which Country, af- 
ter they Fad-marched-ſome fifty Pilteg, burning and ſpoiling his 
Territozies, thep- were intercepted. by the Soulyan's q 
which was about the number of tinee hundzed thouſand fighting 
Men: but the Muſter⸗rolls of the Chꝛiſtians we. 8 likewiſe num: 
bzed, and then amounted not to abeve one hundzed thouſand a⸗ 
ble Men: at which time, betwixt the Thiiltians and Pagans, 
happened a long and dangerous Battle, the like in any Age wos 
ſelaom fought ; foꝛ it continued without ceaſing, foz the ſpace 
of five days; to the great effuſion of bloud on both Parties; but 
at laſt the Pagans had. the wozſt, foz when they beheld their 
fields beſtrowed with mangled Bodies, aud that the Rivers fo: 
twenty Piles tom: als did flow with crimſon Sled, their hearts 
began-to fail, and-Mcontiiiently fled like Sheep b: io2e the Wolf, 
Then-the valians jaCians thiziting after revenge, ſpeedity 
purkued them, (yQeng neither young no old, tiiicthe 1 
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frowed with liveleſs bodies, like Heaps of ſcatiered land; in 
which Purſuit and Honourable Conquelt they burned two hundzed 
Fozts and Towns, battering their Towers of Stone as level 
with the ground, as Harvetf-Reapers do Fields of ripened 
Con : but the Douldan Himſelf, with many of His app:oved 
Souldiers eſcaped alive, and fortified the City of Gzand Belgor, 
being the ſtrongeſt Town of Mar in all the King: om of Perlia, 
befoze whoſe Malls we will leave the Chuſttan Champions plant- 
ing their 1 — Fozces, and ſpeak of the damnable pꝛadiſes 
of Oſmond within the Town, where he accompitſht many ad: 
mtrable Accidents by Pagick Art: foz when the Chiiſtians Ar⸗ 
my had long time giver aſſaults to the Walls, ſend:ng their fie- 
rp Bullets to their lafty Battlements like Stozms of Winters 
Hail; whereby the Perſian Souldters were not able any longer 
ta refiff, they began to yieid, and commit thetr lives ta the mer⸗ 
ty ot the Thziſfitan Champions: but when the Souldan per- 
crftved the Souldiers cowardiſe, and how then would willingly 
reſign his happp Government to fozreign Rule; he encouraged 

them fill to refiff the CH:iRtans defperate encounters, and with 
in thirty days, if then had not the ur of the Mar, then wil⸗ 
linglp to condeſcendto their Country's Tonqueff; which pꝛinte⸗ 
ly telolution enrouraged the Souldiers to refiff, intending not 
to yield up their City, till Death had made triumph on their Bo⸗ 
dies.

Theſe woꝛds were no ſwner ended, but there ratled ſuch a peal 
of Cannans againſt the City Walls, that they made the very

nor all the Princes in the World, that.ſhall abate your Princely Digni- 
ty: Am not 1 the great Magician of. this Age, that can both looſe and 
bind the Fiends, and call the black faced Furies from low Cocitus?

Eartp had ben covered witheternal Night; He cauſed the Spl⸗ 
rifs uke wile to raiſe fuch a Tempeſt tpat it toze up mighty 
Oaks bp the roots, remsved Hills and Pountains, and blew 
up Pen into the Air, Yozſe and all: yet neither His Pagick

ong with enciring delig ht, whom H: gur: oſed ta keep as Pufa⸗ 
ners therein: then fell He again to his Tonjuration, and bound 
a Hundzed Spirits by due obediente to tianskozm theme ves in⸗ 
to the likeucſs of beautiful Mirgine, which in a moment then 
accompliſhed, and they were fromed in foꝛm and beauty like to 
the Darlings of Venus, in comitnels comparable with Thetis, 
dancing on the ſilver Sande, and in all p;opeztion like Daphne, 
whoſe Beauty cauſed Apollo ro deſcend the Heavene ; (heir Limbs 
vere like the lofty Cedars, their Cheks to Rotes dipt in Milk, and 
their Eves moze bzighter then the Otars of Heaven ; alto then 
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ſeemed fo carry in their bands ſilder Bows, and on their rl 
ring Quverg of golden Arrows; iſkewiſe-upon their beast, 
£.ep had pianred tg: God of Love daming upon Mars his ne. 

Thus in tze Have of beantedus Damolels, cauled he there 
Sn its to enter che Tniſtians Armp, and with the golden 
Vail ok their enticing Smiles, 10 tangie the Champions in the 
[naces of Love, and with ch ir ſini ing Beauties, led them From 


their Sandiers, and ta hing them Þ:1forers into his enchant⸗ 
Edt.

That- their Yozſes were not fo unpꝛovided as their Pallers, 
by rea[an of the gadly Gzaſs that grew in thele Woods; whate- 
with al pleaſure they filled them everp night. p ryts time 
the golden Sun Had almgſt mounted to the top of Peuben, and 
the glozious pzime of the Day began to appꝛeach, when they tam 
into a Fleld verp piain; where in rhe midff of it wis a little 
Pound ain, out of the which there appeared a great \ſmoak, which 
gave them to underffand that there ſhould be ſame Habitation 
in that plate. Then the pzincely minded St. George ſaid to the

Whic 15 been oppzeſled with Cruelty; hut tge pi iful Engliſh

N founer times while Foztune ſmiled upon me, J was a 
wealthy Shepherd, dwelling in this unhappy Country, not 
only held in great Efimation foz mp Wealth, but alſo fas two 
fair Daughters which Nature had made molt excellent in Begu⸗ 
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tu, in whom J took ſuch exceeding Jon and Delight, that J ac- 
counted them mp cbiekeſt Gappineſs ; but pet in the end, that 
which J thought ſhould moff Content me, was the occaſion of 
theſe mp endleſs Sozrows. — Is} 
two Daughters (as J ſap befoze) were endued with won- 
derinl.

was not able long fo continue. 91 5 
Long indured this great and dangerous Encounter, and the in⸗ 
fernal Serpent remained fait unto the noble and valiant beſt of the 
Englich Knight, till ſuch time as he plainly perceived that the 
Monſter began to wax fainr, and to loſe her ſtrcength. Likewiſe ie 
could no? be otherwiſe, but Saint George wared lome what weary, 
confidering the fozmer fghr he had ſo larely with the Syant. Not- 
withſtanding, wyen he telt the great weaknefs of the Serpent, he 
did animare himlelt with taurage, and having oppoztuntty by reaſon 
of the quantity of Ble that ilued from'hrs Wounds, he twk his 
truſty Swoꝛd and thꝛuſt it into her heart with ſuch violence, that he 
clove it in two pieces: ſo this infernal Donter fell down dead unto 
the ground, and carried the Chriſttan Champion with her, koꝛ that 
they were kaſt cloled toget her; bat by reaſon that the Serpent lacked 
ſtrength, he quickly cleared him elt᷑ ot᷑ her Claws, and recovered his 
Swozd. But when he am tertainlu, he was clear from the Monſter, 
and that ſhe had pield d un her deteſted breach into the ittle Air. 


he bneeled down, and gave thanks to the happy Queen of Chance 


fo2 his Delivern. 


he benom was { great, that the Serpent thzew out to inken 


the Knight, that if his Armour had not been of a pꝛetious vertu, he 
had been imponſoned to dearh» : 2 48 

_ After the Nico m was obtained, and the Monſter dead, he-grew 
very weary and unquiet, and was ron{tratned to fit and col himſelt 


bya Well, which was full ol water, ſtanding in a coꝛner of the Cave, 


from whence the Monſtroua Serpent ſioſt 2pprared and came doꝛth. 
And when he jound himſelf l repatzed to the Enchant: 
; | "YI 
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ed bed, whereupon the other ux Champlons lay ſleeping, and dream. 
ed of no ſuch ſtrange accident that had hapned unto him, to whom he 
purpoſed to reveal the true diſcourſe of all dangerg that had befallen 
him in that accident. 1 

But no ſooner appꝛoached he unto that enchanted bed, and ſer him⸗ 
felf down upon the one end thereof, and thinking to begin his dil⸗ 
courſe, but he pꝛelently tell into a heavy and dead lumber. 

There will we leave them ſleeping and dꝛeaming upon the Eu⸗ 
chanted bed, not to be wakened by any means, a return to the Necro⸗ 
manter, that was buſied all the time of the Serpents encounter 


with Leoger, in burying of the dead Gyants, but he knew by his Art 


that the pent was lain, and likewiſe Saint George oppꝛeſſed 
with a charmed lleep — of the orher Champions upon 
the Enchanted bed, from whence he pur poled that they never met? 
chould awake, but ſpend the reſt of their Foztunes in eternal 


5 by his deviliſß Arts he cauſed Lamps to burn 


continually befo:e the entry of the Cave, the pꝛoperties whereof were 
ſo ſtrange, that {0 long as the Lamps continued burning, the Cham: 
pions ſhould never be waked, and the fires ſhould never be quench 
ed but by the water of an enchanted Fountain, the which he likes 
wiſe by Magick Art had erected in the middle of the Court guarded 
molt (krongly with Sprights: and che water ſhould never be ob- ⸗ 
tained bin hy a Uirgin which at her birth ould have the koꝛm of a 
Role lively piſtured upon her beaſt. 

. Theſe things being perfouned by the ſecrets of the Magicians 
kill, added ſuch a pleaſure to Leogers heart, that he thought him- 
(elf elevated higher than the Towers of his dwelling; = he accoun- 
ted no joy ſo pleaſing unto his Soul, as to ſee his moztal Enemies 
captivated in his power, and that rhe Magitian had done by his Art, 
than all the Knights in Aſia could perfozm by Pꝛoweſs. Ue will 
not now only leave the Thampions in their liceps, dreaming of no 
Miſchap, but allo the Pagician with Leoger in the black Calle, 
ſpending their time ſeturelp, careleſs of all enſuing danger, and 
ſpeak now of the old Shepherd whom rhe Champions at their firſt 
entering in at the Gates 0 Caſtle, lett to look unto their warlike 


Palkries, as they fed upon the gren Graſs : which old man, when 


he could hear no news ot the Champions return, he greatly miſtruſt⸗ 
inn, and that by ſome.treachery they were intercepted 
in their vowed revengement; r ſecretly with 
his. dwn Soul, ik that fo2 his fate o many“ bꝛave Champions 
had leſt their lives, never to depart out of thoſe Fields but to Fn 
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bis days in ſuch ſoꝛrow as did that hapleſs King of Babylon, that fo? 
ſeven parching Summers, and as many frezing Winters was con» 
ſtrained to fed upon the flowers of rhe Fields, and ro dzink rhe dew 
of Heaven, till the hairs of his bead grew as (17 as Eagles feathers, 

and the Nails of his Fingers like unto birds claws, the like ercre- 

mity he vowed to endure until he either re-obrained a wiſhed ſight of 
theſe invincible Knights (the Flowers of Chivalry) oz elſe were 
contrained by courſe of nature to vield up his loathed lite to the fury 
of thoſe katal Siſters. Jn this deep diſtreſs will my wꝛary mule like⸗ 
wille leave this old Shepherd mourning fo? the long abſence of the 

Engliſh Champion, and the other Chziſtian Knights, and turn un- 

to D. Georges valiant Sons, whom we left travelling from the Queen 

of Armenia's Gzave with her unhappy Daughter Roſana, to rake 

revengment ok her dilloyal Land, being rhe Knight of the Black 

Calle, of whoſe villanies you have heard ſo much bekoze. 


CHAP. IX. 


How Saint (Feo2ge's three Sons after their departure from the Queen 
of Armenta's Sepulchre , in company of her Daughter Roſana, met 
with a Wild Man, with whom there hapned a ſtrange Adventure: and after 
how they entered the Black Caſtle, where they quenched the Lamps, and a- 
waked the ſeven Champions of Chriſtendom, after they had ſlept ſeven days 
upon an Enchanted Bed, with other things that chanced in the ſame Caſtle.

kind Father had his reſidence. Firſt thep movided her a Palfrey oz 
* Yennet, bꝛed upon the bo2ders of Spain, which was kurniched with 
black Capariſons, in ſign of her heavn and diltontented mind, and 
his foze-head beautified with a ſpangled Plume of Feathers. 
Where in her company then travelled day and night from the 
* Confines of Armenia, with ſucceſsful Foztune, till they happily 
arrived upon the Jilandotf the black Caſtle, where they were con- 
trained to reſt themſelves many nights under the ſhadows of gren 
leaved Trees, where the melody of ul ver tuned Birds bꝛought to 
them ſweet eps: and inſtead of delitate fare, then were forced 
to ſatislie their hunger with (weetD:anges and ripe Pomegranerss 
that grew very plencifully in 94 Illand. 0

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Mut at laſt, upon a mozning, when the Skies appeared in their 
fight very clear and plealant, and at ſuch time as when the Sun 
Vegan to ſpzead his gliſtering Beams upon tle lofty Fountains 
and ſtately Tedars, they (er io:ward on tleir Journey, loping bee 
fv22 the cloang in of te days bzight countenance, to arrive at the 
Black Caſtle, being cheit long wit fo Yaven, and deſired Pozt. 
But entring into an unknown way and narrow path not much u⸗ 
led, they were inter tepted by a range and wendeil ful Adventure. 
Foz ag they travelled in thoſe unt rodden Pallages, ſpending the 
time in pleal ant conference without miſtrulting of any thing that 
GouldHappen to them in that pleaſant, Illand: upon a ſudden (not 
knowlug the occaſion). their Bozles ſtarten, and role up with their 
koze feet, and turned back ward 4uco the Air in ſuch lozt, that they 
tad almoſt unſad/ed their Malters: whereat. the valiant Muights 
iipon a ſudden led round abour chem to \& who oz what it was 
that cauſed ſo much fear, but when they perceived nothing, noz 
could conjecture what ould be the occaſion of ſuch Terrouc, they 
Arew wonderfully traubled in mind. Then one began to encourage 
rhe reſt, faying, believe me Bzeryren, J much wander what would 
be the cante of this alteration in our Holen, hh ſome Spirit gli⸗ 
ded byug ? o2 remaincth ſome Sevil among ticſs Buſhes e What- 


* Toever it be, let us bn the power and favour of all god luck attempt 


ro know, and with our warlike Wicapons revenge the frighring of 
our Holes, lo our minds ar uat daunted by the Pꝛowels of Pen, 
Ho! are we afreid of the fury of Devils. 

Theſe woꝛds being ſpoken with great courage and Pajeſty, cauſ⸗ 
ed Roſana tB [mile with a char ful countenance, and to embolden 
Her heart againtt all enſuing accivents : ſa pzcicutly-rhep came to 
a River wyich-was both clear and deep, the wylcy.-thep: judged tu 
run quite thezow the middle of the Aland and fs travelling along 


Hy the Kiver, ade; where within a Uttle while their Hoſes began 
again rs ſtartle, & to be ully afraid : whereupon the Knights 


raimg about their vigilant Eyes, toſ&-if-they could. perceive what 


it ſhauld be, that made their Yozſes fs. timorous, they eſpyed a ter⸗ 


rible Mouiter in the and fozm of a Satyr 62 a Wild Man, 
which did croſs overthwarr the Jdand, of a worperful great ano 
range making, who was as big and bad os any Epant; fo2 he 
was al moſt four ſquare-: his face was thræ foot in length, and had 
vut one Eve, and that was in bis Fo!e-head,. which .gliftered like a 
hlazzng Comer 82 a fiery Planet, his Body was covered all over with 
long and Hagged hai, and in hig becalt there was as though * had 
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been glaſs, our of the which there ſcemed a great and ſhining light 
to Moceed.. .. © ; 

This Wonltcr directed his way towards certain Rocks of Stone 
which twod in the Juand, and by reaſon of the Cragling and great 
noiſe that the Yoztes made, he caſt his Bead ade, and eſpyed the 
three Knights travelling in company of rhe Lady: upon whom he 
Had uo ſooner caſt his blazing Eye, but with a Devilith fury he ran 
towards them, and inſtead ofa Club, he bare in his hand a great 
and knotty Maple Tree. 15 ö 

Thele valiant Knights never dilmayꝰd at the ſight of this detozm- 
ed Creature, but againſt his coming, they chear*d up their Nozleg, 


and pꝛicked their üdes with their golden Spurs, giving a great. 


ſhout, as in (gn of encouragement, and withal drawing kozth their 
kyarp cutting Swoꝛds, they ſtood attending the fury of the Monſter, 
who came roaring like a Bull, and diſcharged his knotty Tree a⸗ 
— the magnanimous Knights, , who with light leaps cleared 

emieves from his violent Blows, ſo that his Club fell down ro 
the ground with a terrible fall: as though with the violence it would 
have overtyzown a Caſtle. | | 

With that the Knights pꝛeſently aftghted from their Hors, 
thinking thereby moꝛe nimbly to defend ihemſelves, and with nie 
courage tcallail the Satyr. Many were the Blows on both üdeg, 


and dangerous the Encounter , without fign of Uieozy incaning to 


either party. | , 

During the Dattel, Roſana (th;ough the grief and fear that ſhe 
reteided) twounded upon her Palkrey, and had fallen beſide his back, 
if che had not firſt cloſed her hands about the pummel of rhe taddle, + 
being come aliccle unto her telf, che made hinnble ſuppiicarion unto 
the Lady of Thance, ſoliciting her that ſhe might rather be buried in 
the Ponlers Bowels, thereby ro ſatisfie his Wihaih, than to ſi 
fuch Noble Knigyts loſe the leaſt dꝛop of Blood, oꝛ to have rye (mal- 
leſt Yair upon their Beads diminiſhed: ſuch was the love and true 
gcal the boze unto thoſe three Knights. 

But Saint George's Sons ſo manfully bchaved. themſelves in the 
Encounter, caring the ney of their Fathers Mind, that they 
made very de wounds in the Monſterg Fleſh, and ſuch terrible gaſh- 
es in his Body, that all the green Graſs was covered with his black 
Blood. and the ground all to belmeared and Crewed wich his 
mangled Fleſh. 

It hen the Devilliſh Monſter felc himſelk wounded, x ſaw how his 
blood tod upon the Earth like congealed goꝛe, he ficd from tem mo: 
Uift tian a whirle⸗wind, oz like ro an Arrow koꝛced from a net, 
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bl and rau in great haſte ro the Rocks that fad thereby, where pꝛe⸗ 
v ſentiy he rh2yw himſelf into a Tave, pulling down after pim a 
3 Rock of Stone, which did cloſe up the Entry, the which was done 
1 with lo great tightneſs, that the Knights had no time to ſtrike 
him; but afrer a while, wondering wich themſelves ro le ſuch a 
ſtrange and ſudden thing, they allailed by ſtrength to remove the 
Stone, and clear the mouth of the Cave, which they did not wiry- 
our great difficulty. 8 | We 
Pet fo2 all that, then tould not find which way they might enter in 
thereat, bur like unto Lyons fraught with anger, fretting and 
chafing, they went ſearching round about the Rock, to ſæ if theo 
could cſpy any Entry, and at laſt then found a great Cliff on the one 
fideof the Rock, ⁊ loking tn thereat, eſpyed the Bon'ter lying upon 
the flo, licking ot his bleding wounds with hig purple tongue. 
And ſeing him, one ok the Knights ſatd, O thon Traytoz and 
Deſtroper by the Bighwaus O thou inkernal Devil and Enemy 
unto the wo2ld : thou that art the devourer of Humane Filet, and 
d2inker of Pans Blood, think not that this tho ſtrong and faf cloſing 
op of thy ſelf in this Rock of Scone ſhaft avail the, oz that thy De- 
— Body wall etage unllaughtered out of our hands: No, no, 
bloody Meapons ſhall be Weathed in thp deteſted Bowels, and 
rive thu damned Heart aſunder,; and there withal then thruſt their 
ons thꝛough the Clifc of the Rock, and pierced his thꝛoat in 
ſuch ſozt, that the Monſter p2eſentlp dued, rhe which being done, 
thep returned in triumph like Tonquerozs to Roſaua, where then 
found yer half dead lying upon her Palkren. | 
But when ſhe ſaw them return in ſafery, with a jopful and loud 
voice, ſhe laid: © ſweer Queen of Chance, how hath it pleaſed. thy 
Divine Maſeſtu, to furniſh theſe Knights with inoze frengrh and 
Pꝛowels than any ocher in all the Wozld, elſe could they not have 
choſen, but Have been over tome by this remozſeleſs Ponſter, which 
ſeemed to be of foꝛte to deſtron Kingdoms ? therewichal ſhe alight⸗ 
ed in god ſtate from Her Palkren, and late Her down under the 
Madow of a Pine Tre, where tte thꝛæ. Knights likewiſe late down, 
and laid their weary Yeads upon her ſoft Lap to firep, upon whoſe 
Faces the fanned a cooling bieathing Air, and wiped their wears 
Bows with ter Handkerchaec, ufing all means the could ta pocure 
them contentment. | 
Long had then not repoſed themſklves upon Ro Lap, refrcth- 
ing their wearp Bodies with a golden ſlumber, beit then awakeited 
and mounted upon their Steds, and the next morning by b:eak of 


dap, they appꝛoached the ſight of the Black Cackle 
Walls 
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Walls they found ſeven poztly Steeds, keding within a grenu 
Paſture, and by them an ancient man, bearing in his face the trus 
picture of Sozrow, and carving in the Barks of Trees the true lub⸗ 
ject of all his paſſed grief: this man was the old Shepherd which 
the ſeven Champions of Chriſtendom (bekoze their inchanted ſleeps 
in the Caſtle) left without the Gates to over-\& their Yozſts, as 
pou heard bekoꝛe in the laſt Chapter. ; 

Bur S. George's Bons (after they had a while beheld the manner 
ok the Shepherds filent lamentations) demanded the cauſe of his 
grick, and wherekoze he remained ſo near the danger of the Caſtle ? 
to whole demands, the courteous old man anſwered in this manner. 

Brave Knights (aid he) fo2 you lem to be no leſs by your 
Pꝛintely demeanors, within this Caſtle remaineth a Bloody Tp⸗ 
rant, t a wicked Homicide called Leoger, whoſe Tyranny + Tuck hath 
not only raviſhed, but murthered two of my Datighters, with whom 
J was honoured in my young' years, in whole revenge there came 
with me ſeven Chriſtian 1 of ſeven ſeveral Countreys, that 
entered His accurſed Caſtle about ſeven dans unte, appainting me 
to ſtay without the Gates, and to habe a vigilant care of their Voz⸗ 
ſes till J Heard either news ol the Tyrants cenkuſſon, oz their over: 
throws: but never lince by any means could J learn whether good 
oz bad were befallen them. 8 

Theſe woꝛdg ſtruck ſuch a terroʒ to their Hearts, that foꝛ a tim 
they ſtod ſpechleſs, imag ining that thoſe ſeven Knights were the 
ſeven Champions of Thziſtendom, in whoſe purſuits they Have 
travelled ſo many Tountrys, But at laſt, when S. George's Sons 
had recovered their koꝛmer ſpxches, one of them (though not inten ; 
ding to reveal what they imagined) laid to the old Shepherd : that 
likewiſe they came to be reveng ed upon that accurſed Knight, fog 
the ſpotl of a beauteous and wozthy Uirgin Queen, done by the 
fame luſt-inflamed Tyrant. : 

Then the Lady and the thꝛee Knights alfghred from their Hoz- 
ſes, and likewiſe committed them to the kæping ot the old Shep- 
herd: Who courteouſly received them, and earneſtly pꝛaped {02 
their pzoſperous P2ocedings, So the thꝛæ Knights buckled cloſe 
their Armours, laced on their Yelmets, and put their Shields up- 
on their Arms, and in company of Roſana they went to the Caſtle 
Gate, tye which gliſtered against the Sun like biirngſht Gold: 
whereat hung a mighty C ing, where with they begg fo pehe⸗ 
mently againſt the Gate, that it ſæmed to rattle like à vi tem⸗ 
teſtuous ſtoꝛm of Thunder in the Element. 75 7 
Then pꝛelentlp there appeared (looking out of a Parble⸗pillar d 
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window) the. Magician, newly riſen from his Bed, in a woughe 
ſhirr with black Silk, and covered with a Pight-gown of Damast 
Uclver £ and ſeeing the Knights with the Lady ſtaͤnding bekoze the 
Gate, he thus diſtourteouſly græted tem. 

Pou Knights of ſtrange Countries (ſaid he) fo2 ſo doth it appear 
by your itrange demeanours, it you deſire to have the Gates opened, 
and your Bones buried in the Uaults of our Caſtie, turn back unto 
the Jaſper Pillar behind you, and ſound the ſilver trumpet that hangs 
upon it, ſo ſhall your entry be eaſie, bur your coming forth miracu⸗ 
lous. Aud thereupon the Magician lefr the Window, 

Wihereupon one of the Knights went unto the Jaſper Pillar, and 
with a vehement Bꝛeath ſounded the Enchanted Trumpet, as Sr. 
George did befoze ; whereat the Gates flew open in like manner: 
where into (without diſturbance) they entered: and coming into the 
ſame Court where the Champions had fought wicb the Giants, 
they eſpyed the Enchanted Lamps, which hung burning befoze the 
entry of the Cave where the Champions lay upon the Enchanted 
Bed. Under the Lamps hung a ſilver Tablet in an Jron Chain, 
in it was written theſe woꝛds foflowing : 


The fatal Lamps with their enchanted Lights, 
In deaths fad ſleep have caſt ſeven Chriſtian Knights, 
Within this Cave they lie with ſloth confounded, | 
Whoſe Fame but late in every place reſounded. Shs, 
Except the flaming Lamps extinguiſht be, 
Their golden Thoughts ſhall eep eternally : 


A Fountain fram'd by Furies -raisd from Hell, 
About whoſe Spring doth fear. and terrour dwell.

But ſhe that is a Virgin chaſt and: pure, 
Ard Nature at her Birth did ſo diſpoſe, 

Upon her, Breaſt to print a. purple Roſe. 


Theſe Uerles being peruſed:Þy the thz& Knights, and finding 
them as it were, contrived in the manner of a myitical Oꝛacle, they 
could not imagine what they ſhould s niſie: hut Roſana being ſin⸗ 
gular well conteited, and of à quick underſtanding , pꝛelently 
knew that by her the adventures ſpould be finiched, and therefo1s

che encouraged them to a Cozwardneſs, ang to leck out the enchant- 
ed kountain, that by rhe water rhereof che Lamps might be quench: 
cu, and the ſeven Champions delivered ont cc Captivity. 7%. 
This impoztunate deüre of Roſana,cauſed tye thꝛec young Knights 
not to (ole any time, but to ſeacch in every coꝛner of the Tackle, till 
they had found the place wherein the Fountain was: fo2 as they 
went towards rhe j202th-ide of the Court, they cſpyed another lit- 
tle dw! ffanding in the Mall, and when they came co it, they ſaw 
that it was made all of very Trong Jron, with a Poztal of Steel, 
and in the Key-hole thereof there was a Bꝛazen key, with the which 
they did open it, wheceat p2eſenfln (unto their wonderful amaze- 
ments) they heard a very ſad and ſo2rowful voice hꝛeath koꝛth theſe 


woꝛds following : 


Let no Man be ſo fool-hardy, as to enter here; for it is a place of 
Terrour and Confuſion. | 


Vet fo! all this theyentred in thereat, and would not be daunted 
wich ann teremonious fear,but like Knights ofherofcal etimation, 
they went foxward ; wherein they were no ſooner utered, but they 
ſaw that it was wondertul dark, and it feemed unto them that ic 
{ould be a very large Hall, and there they heard very fearful how⸗ 
lings, as though there had been a Legion of Bell⸗hounds, oz that 
Plato's Dog had been Uicegerent of that place. Yet koz all this 
thele valiant Knights did not lole any of their accuitomed courage, 
no2 would the Lady leave their companies foz any danger at an, 
hut thepentced in further, and tok ok their Eauntlers from their 
left hands, whe reon they woze marvellous great and fine Diamonds 


which were {et in Kings, that gave la much light that they might 


plainin ſee all things that were in the Hall, rhe which was very 
great and wide, and upon the Walls were painted the Figures of 
many furious Fiends, Devils, with other ſtrange Uifions kramed 
by Pagick Art, only to terrifie the Beholders. But loking very 
circumſpealy about them on every fide, they elpyed the Enchanted 
Fountain ſanding direaly in the middle of the Bail; rowerds whith 
they went wich their ſhields b2aced on thetr lefrc Arms, and their 
good Swoꝛds charged in their right hands, ready to withſtand any» 
dangerous accident whatſoever ſhould happen. 

But coming to the Fountain, and ockering to fill their Bel⸗ 
mers with water, there appeared befoze them a ſtrange and ter⸗ 
rible Gziphon, which ſeemed to be all of fl 


fire, who ffruck 
all the thee Knighis one atter another in zr, t ha- chey 
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wer? loꝛced ro tccopl back a great wan: pet notwithſtanding with 


diſcretion they kept thei ſcives upright , and with a wonderful 
lightneſs accompanied with no leſs anger, they thzew their Shields 
at their backs and taking their Swozds in both their hands, they 
began molt fiertely to affayl the Griphon with moꝛtal and trong 
blaws. Then pꝛeſently there appeared befoze them a whole Le- 
gion ofT evils with fleſh hooks in their hands, ſpi — arty fomes 
of F ire, and bzcathing from their Poſtrils (moaking Sulphur and 
Vzimſ one. In this terrible ſoꝛt toꝛmented thin theſe tH2& valiant 
nights, whole vears although then were bit zoung, vet with 
great wath & re doubled force adventured they themſelves amongſt 
this Peiliſh Crew, Triking ſuch terrible {lows, tlat in ſpigyt of 
them then came unto (He Fountain, and pꝛotlered to take of the 
water: but all in vain, fo? they were not only — from it bu this 
De pilich company, but the water it telf glided from their hands. 

TY in what great travel æ perplexitp theſe Knights remainei 
amongſt tris wicked and deviliſh generation, foz to defend them 
felveg, that tley might attain to the finiſhing of this Adventure 
atctozding to their Kintghtip pꝛomiſe.

Theſe Wozds were no ſooner ended, but the Champions intonti⸗ 
nently without any moze delay joyfully conſented, and mozeover 
pꝛotlered themſelves to be all pꝛelent ar the ſame ſacrifice, and lo de- 
parted from rhe Ponaltery with exceeding great comfozt. 

The Champions being gone, Lucia called together all the ref 
of the Nuns, and declared to them rhe whole diſcourſe of her aſſagl[- 
ment, whcreafter amongſt this Religious company with the help ol 
ſome other of their appꝛoved Friends, they deviſed a moſt range 
Sacrifice, which hath ince been the occaſion that ſv many inhumane 
and bloody Sacrifices have been committed. 

The next mozning after fix days were finiſhed, no ſooner_did 
btight Phoebus ſhew his golden Beams abzoad, but the Nuns began 
to pꝛepare all things in readineſs fo2 the Sacrifice : fo2 directly be⸗ 
= rhe ddoz2 of che Monaltery they hired cunning Wozk-men to erect 
a Scaffold, all very richly covered with Cloth of Gold, and upon 
the Scaffold (about the middle thereof > was placed a fair Table, 
covered alſo with a Carpet of Cloth of Gold, and upon it a Chafing= 
diſh of Coals burning: all this being ſet in good ozder, rhe Em⸗ 
peroꝛ with the Chriſtian Thampions, and many other Roman 
Knights being p2eſent to behold che Texemonious Sacrifice, little 
miltrulted the doleful Tragedy that after hapned. 

The Afſembly being dlent, there was raight-ways heard a ſwer 
and harmonious ſound of Ctarions and Trumpets, and ſundyy o⸗ 
ther kinds or Inſtrumentg: ME enteted firſt upon the Scatfold, and 
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next unto them were bꝛought ſeven Rams, all ado ned with fine 
white UW! wore foft m feeling than Araban S115, with Fuge and 
mighty charged Yons, bound about with Garlands of #:awers ; 
alter them followed a certain mumber of J2uns attpred in bGi-ctx 
Urctthiures, ſinging their accuſtomed Songs in the Honour of ba: 
alter them followed an ancient Patron dꝛawn ina Chariot by four 
tomelp Uirgins, bzinging in their Bands the zmage of £44; and 
on either ſide of her two ancient Nuns of great eſtimat ion, eacſ of 
them bearing in their honds rick Aeſſel z of gold, full of 1:64 pꝛe⸗ 
cious and wert Mines: then after allthis tame tte bea tiful 
Lucina dpparelled with a rich Robe of Eſtate, being of a great and 
ine? it1able Galle. — 6. | 
Thus teremoniouſlu ſhe aſcented the Scaffold, where tbe Patron 
plated the Image of Diana behind the Chafing-diſh of Coals that 
was there burning: and the reit of the Nuns ton inued {ill üng⸗ 
ing their Songs and dunking of the precious Wines that were 
b:onght in the golden Aeſſels. Tius veing done, thep all at onte 
bought low tpe necks of the Rems by tutting chere Thioats, 
whoſe blood they ſpꝛinkled round about the Steffol d, c cpraed their 
bowele, and burned the in ward parte in the Chafing dich of Coals. 
Thus with the laughter, then mode Socrtfice to the Queen 
of Chaſtitp: at the ght whereof was pꝛeſent the ſurfciring Lover 
D. George, with the other ſix Chꝛiſtian Anighte, armed all in bzigßpt 
Armour, æ were all verp attentive to this that J have here told you. 
This Satrifice ended, this Lucina commanded ſilente to be made, 
and when all the company were ff, ſhe raiſed her ſelf upon fer 
leer, and with a heavy Uoice diſtiling many ſalt Tears, lhe ſaid: 
O mcft excellent and chaſt Mjana, in Whoſe pleſſed boſom. we. undefiled 
Virgins do recreate our ſelves, unto thy moſt Divine excellency do I now 
commend this my laſt Sacrifice, calling to record all the Gods, that I have done 
my beſt to continue a ſpotleſs Maiden of thy moſſ S cautiful Train.

No ſooner had he delivered theſe Speeches, but incenſcd with 
fury, he ew his Swozd and parted che Image of Diana into two 
pieces, pꝛoteſting to ruinate the Monaſtery within whole Walls 
the device ok this bloody Sacrifice was concluded. | 
The Sozrow and exrream Grief ok he Roman Emperour 
lo exceeded fo2 rhe murther of his Daughter, that he tell to the 
Earth in a ſenſeleſs ſwound, and was carried by certain of his 
Knights half dead with grief home to his Palace, where he remains9 
tpecchleis by the ſpace of thirty days. 
The Emperour had a Son as valiant in arms as 8ny kozn Italian, 
except S. Anthony. «This young Pyzince whoſe Name was Lucius 
ſeeing his ſilkers timelels death, and by what means it was commit⸗ 
ted, he pꝛelently intended with a Train of an hundzed armedKnights 
which continually attended upon his Perſon,to aſſail the diſcontented 
Champions, and by fozce of arms to revenge tis Siſters death. 
This reſolution fo encouraged the Roman Knights, but eſpe- 
tially tye Emperoꝛs Son, that betwixt theſe two companies began as 
terrible a Battel as ever was fought by any Knights; the ſierce⸗ 
«neſs of their blows ſo exceeded the one fide againlt the other, that 
they did reſound Eechoes, which yielded a terrible Noiſe in the 
Neigybouring - Wioods, | | | 
This Batrel did continue betwixt them both ſharp and flerce fo2 
the ſpace of two hours, by which time the valour of the incenſed 
Champions (o pꝛevailed, that moſk of the Roman Knights were dil⸗ 
comfited and lain: ſome had their Beads parted from their ſhoul- 
ders, ſome had their Arms and Legs loppedoff, and ſome lay bzeath⸗ 
lelg, weltring in their own blood, in which encounter many a Roman 
Lady loſt her Hugband, many a Widow was bereaved of her Sor, 
=_ many a Child lefr Fatherleſs, to the great ſozrow of the whole 
-But Shen the valiant Poung Þ2ince of Rome ſaw his Knights diſ- 
comfired, and he lcft alone to withſtand lo many Noble Champions, 
he pzeſently ſet ſpurs to his Yozte,.and fled from them like a heap 
«pf duſt koꝛced by a Whirie-wind, 
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After whom the Champions would not purſue, accounting it no» 
glozy to their Names to triumph in the overthꝛow of a ingle Knight 


but remained ſtill by the Scaffold, where they buryed rhe ſacrificed 
Uirgin, under a Marble ſtone cloſe by the Monaſterp dall. The 
which being done to their contentments, S. George engraved this 


Epitaph upon the ſame Stone with the point of his Dagger, which. 


was in this wile following ; 


Under this Marble Stone interr'd doth lye, 
Luckleſs Lut ina, yet of Beauty bright: 
Who to maintain her ſpotleſs Chaſtity, 
Againſt the aſſailment of an Engliſh Knight, 
Upon a Blade her tender Breaſt the caſt ; 

A bloody Offering to Diana chaſte. 


So, when hs had wzitten this Epitaph, the Chꝛiſtian Champions 
mounted upon their ſwifr-foored Steeds, and bad adue to the unhap- 
py confines of Italy, hoping to find better Foztunes in other Coun⸗ 
tries. Jn which Travel we will leave rhem fo2 a time, and ſpeak 
of the Printe ok Rome: who after the diſcomfiture of the Roman 
Knights, fled in ſuch haſte from the furies of the Warlike Cham- 
pions. Akter which, he like a raging Lyon traverſed along by the 
River of Tybris, filling all places with his melancholy paſſions, un⸗ 
till ſuch time as he entred into a thick Gz0ve, wherein he purpoled 
to reſt his weary Limbs, andlament his misfoztunes. After he 
had in this lolitary place unlaced his Helmet, and hurled it ſcornfully 
againſt the ground, the inkernal Furies began to viſit him, and to 
ſting his Bꝛeaſt with motions of fiery revenge. In the end he caſt up 
his wretched Eyes unto the Skies, and ſaid : 


O you fatal Torches of the Elements, why are you not clad in mournful Ha- 


' biliments, to cloak my wandring ſteps in eternal darkneſs? Or fhall I be made 


2 ſeorn in Rome for my Cowardize ? Or ſhall I return and accompany my Ro- 
man Friends indeath, whoſe Blood methinks I ſee ſprinkled abaut the Fields of 
Italy? Methinks I hear their bleeding Souls fill each corner of the Earth 
with my baſe flight : therefore will I not live to be termed a fearful Coward, but 
die couragiouſly by mine own hands, whereby thoſe accurſed-Champions ſhall 
not obtain the-Conqueſt of my Death, nor triumph in my Fall. 


This being laid, he dꝛew out his Dagger and clave his heart in 
ſunder. . The News of whole delperate Death, after it was bzuited 
to his Fathers ears, he interred his Body with his (ter Lucina's, and 
erectedover them a ſtately Thappel, wherein the Nuns and *

After this, the Empero: made Protlamations though all his 
Dominions, that if ann Knight were ſo hard as to travel in 
purſuir after the Engu Champton, and by fox of Arms fa 
bring Him back, oz deliver His Head una the Empera?, - he 
ſhouid not enluy be Held in great eſktmation thzaugh | the 
Land, but teceibe the Gave mnent of the Empire afeer hig 
deteaſe.

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This charge of the Gzecilan Emperour (as he commanded) was 
ſpeedily perfozmed with luch diligence, that in a ſhozr time it came 
to the ears of the Chꝛiſtian Knights, as they travelled betwixt the 
P1ovinces of Aſia and Africa, who at the time appointed, tame in 
great Pomp and Majeſty to Conſtantinople,to furniſh fo2th the honou⸗

Dars, that with a trice they mere equal with rhe Bally. _ | 

So leabing the Dars, with a light leap-he pur himſelf into the 
Gally with his Helm on, and his Shield ar his Shoulder, and be- 
ing within, he laid: Now ſhall you do that by force, which before I uſing 
great courteſie] you would not yield unto. 

This being kald, one of S. Georges Sons took the Entounter in 
hand, thinking it a blemiſh to the honour of Anighrhood by multi⸗

The Pyzince of Conſtantinople Truck the Engliſh Knight ſuth a 
furious blow, that he made him decline his head co his Breaſt, and 
forced him to recoil backwards two a thꝛee ſtepg, but ye came quick⸗ 
ly again to him:elf, and returned him lo mighiy a blow upon his 
Helinet, that he made all his Teeth to chatter in his head, whirh 
was pittikul to lee. 
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paſſed by the Pꝛinte with⸗ 
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4 Tben began betwirt them a marvellous and well-fought Bat⸗ 


tel, bat alt that beheld them greatly admites: with great Policy 
and ſtrength they endured the bickering all day, and wyen they law 
the dark and tenebzous night tome 2 them, they ſcrode with moze 
courage anbUrengih to finiſh their Battel. x 

Tye Pꝛince of Coultanticople, «puffing and blowing like an enra⸗ 
ged Bull, lite up his Sw92d with both his hands, and diſcharged it 
to ſtrongly upon his Enemy, that perfozce he made him to fall to 
che ground, and therewithal offered to pull his Helmet from his 
Bead. But when the Engliſh Knight ſaw himtelk in that ſoz', he 
rh2ew his Shield from him, and very frengly caugyr the other a⸗ 
bout the Mick, and held him faf, o that betwixt ttem began a 
mighty and terrible Mzeſtling, tumbling and wallewing up and 
down the Galley, breaking. their Planks and Darg, that it was 
&range to behold, | 

At this time the Might began to be very dark, wherekoze they 
calle fo2 Lights, which pzeenrly were bought them by the Mar⸗ 
riners; in rhe mean time theſe Knights did lomewhat bꝛeath them⸗ 
ſelves, although it wag not much. Do when the lights were bꝛought 
they returned to their old combate with new force and ſtrength. 

O Heavens, ſaid Pellemus, I cannot believe to the contrary, but that this is 
Mars the God of War, that doth contend in a Battel with me, and for the great 
envy he bears againſt me, he goeth about to diſhoncur me: And with 
theſe Wozds they thickned their Blows with great delperatenelg.

This being laid, the two weary Knights concluded a peace betwixt 
them, and revealed each rothe other their Rames and Living, and 
cherefo2e they adventured to travel; the which when it was known, 
they ſailed koz ward that way whereas the doloꝛous Woinan went, lo 
in this loꝛt they travelled all che reit of the Night that remained, xill 
luch time as che day began to be clear, and ſtraightway they deferved 
Land, to which plate wich great halte chey rawd. 

And coming a Land, they kound na uſed way, but one narrow

Her muſt you {uppole (gentle Readers) that time had ran a long 

Race bekoze thele afoxcſaid thzite honoured Champions had 
2 lo many Right Mozthy Uictozies : and being now wea⸗ 
ridd with Age, Death with his gloomy countenance began to chal⸗ 
lenge an end of all their wozldty Atchievements, and to dzaw their 
Noble Names to a full perfection ; therefo2e preparing a black Stage 
(ko hcnour) to act his laſt Scene our, thus it followed : 

The Ualiant Champion S. Patrick feeling himſelf weakned with 
Time and Age, not able any longer to endure the bꝛuiles of Pꝛinte⸗ 
ly Atchievements, became an Bermite, and wandzing up and down 
the Wold in poor Habiliments; he came at laſt to the Country of 
his Birch, which is now called lreland, hut in fozmer times Hibernia, 
where inilead of Martial Archievements, he offered up (in the name 
of bis Redeemer) devour Ozilons, daily making petitions to the Dei⸗ 
ty of Glozy, in behalt of his deũred pcate: a life moze deligytkul 
to his aged Heart, than all his 52mer accompliſhments : And now 
willing to bid farewel to the Mozld, he deſred a recloſure to be made, 


— to be pent up in a ſtony Wall from the fight of all Earthly 


*Thjcas. To which requeſt of this Holy Father (now no Souldier 
but a man ck Peace) the Inhabitants wholly condeſcended, and 
Hill ded him a kour⸗Iquare Youſe ok Stone, without either Window 
e; Do62, only a little hole to receive his Food in, wherein they cloſed 
Him up, never to be {gn moze alive by rhe eyes of moztal Men. 
Aifo appointing divers of rhe Country to bzing him at conve- 
nient times Food to maintain Mature, which they delivered in at 
the atoreſaid hole, which they thought to be a deed of moze than tom⸗ 
mon charity, and he (rhe receiver) to be an honour to their Country 
by the ſevere. and ſtrict courſe of life he put himtelt to. Thus lived he, 
the ker vant of his God day and nighr, kneeling on the bare ground,

In which time the Pairs of his Bead 
were all over-grown and dekozmed, and rhe Nails of his Fingers 
(as it were) ſeemed like the Talons and Claws of an old Raven, 
with the which by little and lirtle he digged his own Gzave, pꝛepa⸗ 
red againſt che hour of his death to be buried in: rhe which by p40- 
cels ot᷑ time came thus to effect as followerh. 4 
When he had waſted (as J-ſajd befo2e) thzice twelbe months in 
Divine Contemplations, by Jnſpirarion (as it ſeemed) he laid him 
down in the Grave that his own Nails had digged: and keelmg 
his body weak and feeble, ready to deli ver up the ayre of Like, he be⸗ 
gan ro ſpeak as kolloweth. 3

now to her laſt minute, which as willingky J here deliver up, as e⸗ 
ver Jbꝛandichr Meapon againſt powerful Pagan. Ineed no Pom⸗ 
pal Train of Princes to attend my Funeral, no olemn Chimes 
ok Bells to Ring me ro my Grave, n92 Troops ok Mourners in 
Sable Garments, to furniſh out my Dvſequy : m ſelk here burics 
up my ſelt᷑, and all Offices ok Lamentations belonging to ſo bad a 
buſinc's as my own hand Laborr. Earth, J imbꝛate thee : thou 
gentle Mould, my Bodies covering, with humiliry J kiſs thee : n9- 
difference is between thy cold Nature and my Lites warm \u6- 
ance, we are both one, Emperours are but Earth, ſo am J. Thou 
Earth, gently do Þ pield my ſelf into thy mouldy bolom. J come, 
F come, ſweet Comkozter, into thy hands J commend my Spirit. 
Thete and ſuch like were the laſt Moꝛds that ever this good Cham⸗ 
pion delivered, ſo pielding to death, the Earth of it ſelf as it were 
buried up his Body in the G2ave, which his own hands had digged. 
Thus being changed from a lively ſubitance to a dead Picture, 
his Artendevs, as their uſual cuſtom was, came with Food to re- 
lieve him, and calling at the hole where he had wont to receive it, 
they heard nothing but empty ayre blowing in and out, which made 
them conjeaure preſently that death had pzevailed, and the katal St- 
iters finithed up their labours : ſo calling together moe company, 
they made an entrance thereinto, and finding what had hapned, how

Whereupon, by a common conſent of the whole Kingdom, they 
pulled down the afozeſaid Houſe oz Tower, and in the lame place, 
builded in p2oceſs of time a molt Cyinptuous Thappel, calling it St. 
Patricks Thappel, and in the place where this Holy Father had buri⸗ 
ed himlelt, they likewile erected a Monument of much richneſs, 
framed upon Pillars of pure Gold, beautified with many artificial 
lights, moſt picaſant to behold; whereunto koz many years after 
reſoꝛted dittreſſed People, ſuch as were commonly moleſted with 
loathlem Tiſeales, where making their O2zifovns at Saint Patricks 
Tomb, they found help, and were reſtozed to their koꝛmer Yealths,

the Iriſh-men as well in England as in that Country, do as vet in

Upon theſe atozeiatd falſe informations the King grew ſo enra⸗ 
ged, that without any moze conſideration, be cauſed > good Knight.

I offer up into thy Boſom, is the beſt gift I can beſtow upon thee. Farewel Knight- 
hood,farewel honourable Adventures and Princely Atchievments. Never may this 
dauntleſs arm brandiſh Weapon more in honour of the Chriſtian Croſs : For 
death awaiteth at my back to cut off all ſuch noble hopes, and I by Tyranny am 
betrayed thereto.

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Wag made in any Kingdom, and again . ſo ſeconded with 
che grief of che whole Country, that all the Land krom the King 
to the Shepherd, mourned fo2 him to? rhe ſpace'of a Month: which 
ca dy time being ended, rhe King of this Country being a ver⸗ 
rung and Noble Pꝛinte, advanced Saint George's thꝛee Sons to 
Noble © ſlices : Firſt the eldeſt or them named Guy, to be Earl 
of Warwick, and high Chamberlain ok his F ld. The next 
named Alexander, acco2ding to his Name, tv be Captain General 
of his Knights of Chivalry. And the vouugeſt named David, to 
bs his Cup-bcarer : and Controler of 1 and Delights. 
And likewiſe in remembzante of their Noble Father the Chziſtian 
Champion, he oꝛdained fo! ever akter to be kept a folemn Pꝛoceſſion 
about the Kings Court, by all rhe Pyinces and 'chief Mobility of 
the Country, upon the 23 day of April, . it St. George's Day , 
upon which day he was moſt ſolemnly interred in the City where he 
was bozn, and cauſed-a-ffately Monument to be erected in Yonour 
of him, though now by the ruines of eime dekated and aboliſhed. He 
iikewiſe decreed by the conſent of the King dom, that the Pa- 
tron of the Land should be named Saint George, our Chziſtian 
Champion, in that he yad foughe ſo man Battels in the Honour 6f 
Chziſtendom. All which we kee (with moze Honours) to this 
day here maintained in remembꝛance de ches good Knight, who (no 
doubt) reſteth in eternal ate with the arher renowned Champions 
or Chꝛiſtendem: So Go grant we ay dd all. Amen.

Next came the King of Morocco.with two thouſand Bozſemer, 
mounted all on Barbary Stœds, armed vuth Skins of Stags, ſo 
thick and tough that no lwoꝛd could cut th2ough them; he had al- 
ſo ten thouſand Fotmen with Iron Paces, having round balls 
at the end of them, of four oz five pound weight, therewith to 
daſh out the Chzifitans bzains. His Pavilion and the Fringe 
th:reof was all black, to ſigniſie black and diſmal days to enſue. 
Ye was placed next to tze King of Egypt. 

Tye next that arrived in the fruitful Fields of Babylon, was 
the King-of Parthia, with an Army conſiſting of fifteen thouſand 
men: He had alſo an hundred Elephants, carrying Towers on 
their backs, in each of which ten men might and and fight. 
This King was in ſtature four fot higher than moſt men, having 
each Limb anſwerable thereto ; ſo that he woze a ſwozd of two 
yards in length, the pummel whereof weighed twenty paund. 
Bis Pavilion was of sky-colour, fringed with ſea-green, and 
was placed next tothe King of Morocco.

After him came the Pꝛinte ol Tripoly, accompanied with fone 
Gyants, of a marvellous fize and bigneſs , whoſe names were 
Garion, Carus, Phidon, and Rhapſarus; thoſe boze on their necks 
great knotty Oaks, with which they could ſtrike two yards deep 
into the ground, and were moſt dreadful to behold. Me had alſo 
with him a deſoꝛzmed Creature called a Sagitary, being half a 
Pan, and half a Yozſe, who could run as ſwift as a Ship can 
ſail, having wind and weather: Pis offenſive weapon was a 
Bow, with which he ſhot poyſoned Arrows, and was ſo expert 
therein, that he could ſhoot to a'hairs bzeadth, This Prince of 
Tripoly was encamped next to the King of Parthia, and had a 
Pavilion of a Peaſe bloſſom colour, fringed with Purrey. 

After him came the Count Palatine of Trebizond, with fifteen 
hundred Croſs-bow-men, all armed in Stel Coꝛllets; Me had 
alſo thz& thouſand men that uſed lings, with which they would 
eracly hit whatever they aimed at, and that at a great diſtance 
from them. On his ſhield was painted a Griffin graſping of a 
Ch2iſtian, with this Potto, ſiezed of his Prey. Mis Pavilion 
was of an azure colour, fringed with red, and was placed next to 
the Emperour oꝛ Grand Dignioz of the Turks, 

The next that appeared on the Babylonian Plains fo2 the deſtru⸗ 
ttion of of the Chꝛiſtians, was the Balſa of Aleppo, who bzonght 
with him a hundzed wains, loaden-with balls of wlld⸗fire, ſul- 
pher, and certain Engines called Calthoꝛps, being little things 
made with four pꝛicks of Jron, of ſichafathion ; that which way 
ſoever they bz thzown, one point will always ſtrick up like a nail, 
and theſe were to be thzown into the Chziffians Army, to ſpoil 
the feet of their Yezſes, - Mis Pavilion was of an Jron-g2ay 
colour, and was placed next to the Count Palatine of Trebizond. 

Next was the Bamaluck of Damaſcus, attended with ſix thou⸗ 
ſand Yo2ſe, and fix thouſand Foofmen. Me had alſo in his Army 
a defozmed Ponſter, from the ſhoulders downwards ſhaped like 
a man, but his head and face like to that of a hozfe, being a pꝛe⸗ 
ſent ſent him from the Cham ot Tartary, and from whom de-

Moſt Mighty Kings,Princes and Captains of this jnvincible Ar- 
my ;It is not unknown unto you what injuries and miſchiets we 
have received from the Chriſtian Armies, under The conduct of 
thoſe perſons whom they called the ſeven Champions of Chriſten 
dom ; to enumerate them all in particular,would make my Ora- 
tion too tedious unto you, l ſhall therefore only give you ſome few 
inſtances: What injury did St. Geozge, the Champion of England, 
unto Ptolemy King of Egypt by ſtealing away his daughter, as 
alſo from Almidoz King of Mozocco his dezreft Lady and Miſtreſs; 
did not the Kings Daughter of Theflaly run away from her Coun- 
try by the ſly inſinuations of St. Denis of France, as alſo the 
King of Jeruſalems Danghter by the like perſwaſion of St, James 
of Spain; what intollerable injury was it to the King of Thzacia, 
to have his fair Daughter Keſſalinde tempt'd awayfrom her Coun- 
try by the Italian Champion, but much more from the Campion 
of Scotland to he deprived of his other ſix Daughters; did not 
the Welch Champion ſtay the Count Palatine of Tartary in his Fa- 
thers Court, beſides infinite other miſchiefs, loſſes and diſgraces we 
have received from them; all which whilſt they lived we were not 
able to revenge; but now fince Death hath been ſo kind to take 
them out of the World, let us pluck up our courages, and manful- 
Iy fight in revenge of our injuries; let pity he exiled from our 
thoughts, neither ſparing old Age for RF hoary head, nor the 
tender infant tor his pitiful cry; let not the tears of Matrons find 
regard, nor the wailings of Widows any reſpect, hut let all be de- 
ſtined to the ſword; that we may have a general triumph in their 
utter confuſion. | |

pꝛoteſting their utmaſt endeavours far the extirpation of Chꝛitti⸗ 
-anity, and never to ſheath their twozts till they had laid the Eu-

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ropean Cities equal with the duſt, and their ffafety Potnnuents 
in ruine, like to the fofty Pyramids of Froy. And now conti⸗ 
dering by experience the fatal effects of their wozmer diſedzd in 
eleding a General, and how neceſſary 'tt was to have ons Com- 
mander in chief; to a void all controverbe, it was derred among 
them, that ſix of the chiefeſt Thould be picked for2th, ana out of 
them one ts be choſen by Lot to be their General; Theſe ſir were, 
the King of Arabia, the King of Perſia, the Soldan of Babylon, 
the E ing of Egypt, the Emperonr of the Turks, and the King of 
Morocco. The Lots being calt it fel! to the-fi:are of the Soldan 
of Babylon to be their General, the Emperour of he Turks was 
appointed Licutenant-General, the King ol Perſia Majer Gene- 
ral, and the King of Arabia by reaſon of the ſwiftneſs of his 
Courſers, Scout-Balfier Generab. Other Kings and Peinces 
had appointed unto them ſeveral other cfficcs, acco2ding fs their 
qualitp and capacity they had in the feats of Mar: So that all 
things conſidered they ſemed to be an Army invincible, being foz2 
number like the Army of Xerxes, which dzank whole Uivers 
d2y, and foz-Warlike Þ3oviſtons, ſo much and plentiful, as far 
excæded all numbers of Arithmefick. Mere will we leave this 
mighty Army in the Plains of Babylon, and come fo tell pe of 
the great pꝛeparations the Chziftians to reſiſt them; but 
firſt we ſhall deſcribe the valiant acts of St. Georges thzee Sons, 
and how they hearing of. this great Army, intended fo2 the ruine 
of Chiſtendom, returned home to fight in defence of their 
Country.

Georges the @ons in the Engliſh Court, 
where they had not 1 long after their Fathers death, but 
g20wing weary of idlenels, and being moze veſirous to follow the

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Camp of Mars, then ta dally with Ladies in the Court of Venus, 
they reſolved to betake themtel ves to Lravel, and to ſeek out ad- 
ventures in Fozreigu Countries, and having imparted their mind 
to the Ring, they furnifhed themſelves with all things necclfary 
fo2 ſuch a journey,and bidding the fruitful Soy! of E. gland adieu, 
they in a few werks ſailing arrived on the Coaſts of Sicily; where 
mar ching up higher into the Country, they ſaw many Mauſes, 
but na Jnhabitants, yea, whole Towns of empty Poules, but 
neither Pan, Woman, no2 Child within them; which made them 
miſtruſt ſome a2tevous Peſtilence had lately overip2ead that 
Country, and made it deſolate of Anhabitants; wherefo2e to a- 
void any infection which might happen unto them, they took up, 
their lodging in the open Fields, having only the karry Firma⸗ 
ment fo2 their Canopy. Thus ſweotly repoſeing on their Ma⸗ 
ther Earth, they ſlept as ſoundlp as if they had laid on Beds ot 
Wowne; and ben ſurrounded with Curtains, of the pureſt àra- 
bian Silk: Thus did they ſlep ſecurely until ſuch time as Au- 
rora began to guild the Firmament with her bright Napes, and 
to uſher in Phœbus golden light, when ſuddenly they were awa⸗ 
ked with a -moſt hoꝛrible noiſe, which ſæmed to be ſent from the

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ont tt his paws, and with the ſame g2aſped ſo hard on the arm 
of Sir Guy , that he had well near ſiezed on him, had not Sir 
David at that inſtant come in, ond with his (wo2d cut the Pon- 
fers paw quite off, leaving the claws ſo firmly fixt on Sir Guys 
Arm, thaß notwithftanding the godneſs of his armour, it was 
very hard to be gotten off ; In the mean time the valiant and re⸗ 
nowned night Sir Alexander, with g2cat fo:ce ſef upon the mon- 
ſter, giving him ſuch a blow upon the head as made him to reel, 
who with his tail ſtriking of Sir Alexander, fo w2apped the ſame 
about his hozſes legs, that not able to ſtand he came over and over 
with the Kniht ; The Ponſter ſeeing him on the g2zound, was 
making towards him, whom Sir David met withſacha luſty

the heads ef both Armies, fill in the end, the valiant Knight Sir 
David, who had the honour that day to lead the Uaunf-guardz en- 
covnteting with Count Brandamil, by main ffrength overthzew 
him, bearing him with his Lance quite over the Crupper ok his 
Bezſe, whereby his fall was ſo gzeat, that the blood guſhed fozth 
of his mouth, whereupon the Sicilians gave ſuch a ſhout, that the 
Carth rang with the ſound thereof, and the Thracians courage was 
quite caſt down, foz the loſs of a General is a general loſs : And 
now the Th. s began fo turn their backs and flee, when inthe 
inffant came to their reſtue the two Gyants, Brandamore and 
Pandaphilo, withthe Fezces they had, Which though but few pet, 
gave ſuch pꝛofof their valsur, that they almoſt routed Thracians 
rallying again, ſet ſo fiercely upon the Sicilians, that in gꝛeat diſ- 
o2der they began to give back. And new did Six Guy beſtir him-' 
ſeif, encouraging thofe who were about to flee, to ſtand to it ma- 
fully, himſelf, doing ſach execution upon his enemies, n 
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flew from befoze his conquering ſwo2d, as a flock of Shep from 
the devouring Wolf. UWhilt thus he dꝛove the Thracians heloze 
him, he at laſt met with the Gyant Brandamore, to whom he ct p- 
ed, defend thy ſelf thou miſhapen Fiend, Whoſe bulk is a weight 
to heavy fo2 the Earth to bear; and therefoze pꝛepare thy ſelf, 
fo2 J intend that thou ſhalt this night ſup with thy Paſter g2im 
Pluto. The Gyant making little account ef his perſon, and leſs 
of his wozds, thought to ſnap him at one moz2ſel, and coming up 
to Sir Guy, intended to take him Poꝛſe and Pan under his Arm, 
and carry him away; but ere he laid hold of him, Sir Guy lent 
him ſuch a blow on his head, that had not his Helmet been of ap- 
pꝛoved Pettal, he had cleft him down unto the middle, however 
it made him to ſtagger, and to recoil two oz thze ſteps back- 
wards. And finding by this he had a ſtronger Foe to encounter 
withal then he thought foz, he wared moze wary, not only to al- 
ſail, but alſo to defend himſelf. And now the Gpant began to 
uſe his Club, which was of a wond2ous length, and withal ſo 
weighty, that had it lighted on Dir Guy, it would at one blow 
have cruſhed him fo pieces. After long fighting, the Gyant be- 
ing.ang2y to be thus repulſed, which never befoze in his life he had

In the mean 
time the Gyant Brandamore was ſcrambled ip, and began afreſh

The Gyant Predo whe was at the tiſhe 
of the battle in the Inchanted Caſtle, hearing how harely dis 1B20- 
thers fared, haſted with all the ſped he could fo their relief, whoſe 
coming put a ſtop fo the Sicthans, being aln:oſt weary with prrſy- 
ing of them, lo that a retreat heing ſounded, the Gyents had time 
with the remainder of their b2zoken Army fo ſecure tyemſelves in 
their Caſtle, curſing their foztzzng, and invocating their falſe

The Army having refreſhed themſcives foz the ſpace of two 
days, they then marched againſt the Inchanted Caſtle ;-but befoze

next blowtetcit him down headlong, who in his fall gave ſuch a 
hizecus veil, as made anoiſe like to the Cataraas of Nilus. This 
overthzowof the Gyant in whom they put ſo much confidence; ſo 
diſcouraged the Sauldiers, that notwithſtanding Predo and Pan- 
da philo did what they could to perſwade them, they would no lon- 
ger abide by it; fo that they were fo2ced to retreat unto their Ca⸗ 
filefo2 helter, whom the Sicilians being over-wearted with fight⸗ 
ing did not initantlp perſue, but contented themſelves at pꝛeſent 
with what they had gocten.

began a cruel combat, which laſted long, but in the end Sir David 
cutting off ene of the Sagitaries Legs, he then nimbly ſtepped to 
the (wg2d, and as nimbly dꝛew it out; which no f@ner done, 
but p2efently the Heavens feemod to be rent aſunder, with dꝛead⸗ 
ful claps of Thunder, enter mixed with terrible flaſhes of Light- 
ening, the earth quaked, and ferribleg20ans and yells were heard 
of damned Spirits; then fell a hozrible linking ſmoak, and all 
on aſudden the Caſtle, together with the Bꝛazen Pillar, and 
Alabaffer Rock were vaniſhed away.

The firit that encountred each other was the valian Lnight Dir, 
Pedro, with his reſolute Spaniards, againſt the Baſſa of. Aleppo, 
betwixt whom was fought ſuch a terrible battle that the Earth ; 
reſounded with the noiſe of their blows. Next did the magnant- 
mous Knight Sir Alexander encounter with the Soldan of Baby- 
lon, ſending him ſuch a flight of Arrows as would have darken- 
ed the Sky in a clear day: Che Babylonians on the other fide tatd 
on load with great courage, ſeking with their Yozſe to trample 
them under fof, but that the Pikemen kept them off with ſuch 
courage, as caſt many Riders fo the ground, and put their 
Zrops in great diſozder.

Champions ol Chtyſtendom, that after their depatture-from Theft 
faly, having a pzoſperqus Minn, they Arrired on the Coaſts ol 
Alba, where hearing by the repozt of Fames loud (ounding Trum 
pet, where theſe Dons of Mars were aſſembled together, they 
with a ſpeedy march made up unto them: But now to expꝛeis the 
great joy mixed with monder and amazement betwirt theſe No- 
ble Heroes, at this their meeting, it would require the skill of 
Homer, and the aid of Calliope, that ſweet Tongn'd Siſter of the 
nine Muſes, fo2 fo exp2eſs ; to ſe ſuch near and dear Relations, 
wto were ſuppoſed to be dead, and to ſe them at ſuch a time when 
as their hetp was ſonedful, it far ſurpaſſed the joy of that Gre- 
cian Father, when his'thzz Sons returned home Uico2s from 
the Olympick Games.

thereby to cleave his heart in twain, but the Boze therewith va- 
nilhed away in aflame of Fire, which ſinged the Pain of Sir Pe- 
dro's Hoꝛſe, and made ſuch a ſmsk that hardly couldthey diſcern 
one another. Whilft thus theſe Negromancers were. p2aciſing 
their Devilich Inchantments, in the mean time the thzee Re- 
nowned Champions had by their Magnaummous. ꝛoweſs con- 
quered the Gyants, with whoſe fall fell alſoitbe:courage of the 
whole Pagan Armp, ſo that in great diſosdetethen began to run.

my was roufed, fo raiſe up ſuch a company of Infernal Spirits, 
as ſhould be able to deal with the whole Chziſtian Army, they

A ND now firſt ſhall our Pen attend the actions of Sir Tur-

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was moff terribte to brhold. Mis tual Weapta whireyi% he 
fraght was a ſquare Bar of Jron, having a Kavb ac the 04.5 vt it 
of thirty pound weight, and on his Bodp he were à Cant of 
Mall of a wonderkul ffrength, This prono Gpant was 8 cen- 
reited vr his dwu frrength, that he thought teimtelk able to encoun- 
tec ſingly with an Yoſt of men, and ther ekoze taking with him 
ontp the Guard Which belonged to the Bing, he marched again 
the Freuch, promiting to bing them all bound unto Lak ius, but 

20mifcs without perfoꝛmance ſignifie nothing. In this high re⸗ 
folution, with great iiury he feli upon the French, dealing as ma- 
ny wounds as blows, and as many deaths almoſt as weunds; 
and now his Fron Bat was all embzewed with blend, and heaps 
of Nanghicred Carcaſſes lay on each ſide of him; the cemmen 
ſoldiers ran from his reach with as much fear as the Partridge 
from the perſuing Wawk. Sir Turpin ſeing ſuch havack made 
amongſt his Doutdiers, thought it high time to ſhow his valour, 
and to put affop fo ſuch pꝛocedings; wherefoꝛe with much fozce 
guided by pzudence he ſet upon him; viit the Gpants Armanr 
was of ſuch p2oof that nothing p2evailed ; fo2 nothwithſt anding 
Sir Turpin was as gallant a Knight as ever buckled on Armour, 
and that he nſed his utmoſt endeavour foz the honour of his Coun⸗ 
try, and glozy of his Nation fo overcome him, as well as foz 
their own ſafeguard ; pet maugre all his fozce and valour it no- 
thing availed, but he was ather kozced to give way fo the farp 
of the Gpant.

ther foyred to that Illand fo2-ſuccour, where no famer landed lot 
they had tafozmation of this Battle, and thereldze after a holt 
retreſhing they made up to them; and now faugyter and den tu⸗ 
tion kel heavy on both ſides, the devour ing ſwo2d making wa⸗ 
np Windows in fheir bodies foz death to enter in at; much du⸗ 
rage was ſhown on boch parks, each ſkriving to taift hongur by 
the bthers ruine. And now not withffanding the Gpaifts brags ot 
bringing the Ftenchmen bound fo Bing, be waz Thabed. Togo, 
'withoht his errand, and taz fafegirary vf his men mund d rrrreat 
555 towards. 
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towards the City; but there he found but cold enkertainment, 
fo2 the Citizens hearing how the Frenchmen were landed; and 
that the Gyant with the Kings Guard were gone to fight with 
them, they took the oppoztunity of the time, and making a ge- 
neral Inſurrection, ſiezed upon the King, ſecured the Gates of 
the City, and ſtd upon their own defence, and immediately viſ- 
patched a Peſſenger to the French and Spantards, fo infozm them 
what they had done, who upon the hearing of the News, ſent 
fozth ſuch a ſhout, that the Earth rang with the.noiſe thereof, 
The Gyant with his company hearing the loud ſhout of the French 
and Spauiards, were in a wonderful amaze, and ſeeing themſelves

The noiſe 
beiſng ceaſed, the Ju and which befoze ſeemed to move, now be⸗ 
came fixed, ſo that with rate they appzoached near unto it, but 
attempting to Land they were often put by, by Spirits in the 
likenefs of Dꝛagons and ftery Serpents, which fo frighted the

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battle; whereupon Sir Orlando and Sir Ewin in whoſe Bꝛeaſfs

Whiud they were thus occupied in theſe Partial Adventures,

Wereupon a ſelected party of the cheifeſt of them, bes 
ing armed with Coats of Pail, and haveing in their hands fſteled 
Jauelins which would penetrate and ftrike though any Armour, 
although as ſtrong as that which Vulcan by the requeT of Venus 
made foz Anchiſes. Theſe, with a valiant reſolution ran towards 
the Ponſter, but coming at him he vaniſhed away, leaving be- 
hind him ſuch a ho2zible Aink as if it had pꝛoccvrd from the 
Lake Avernus, one of the paplonen Rivers of en: In the mean 
time the, gud Axtillery.. of Thander ſent fo2th ſuch loud noiſes ag 
rent the Air, and made the Ground whereon they ſtd to wall, 
attended with dꝛeadful flaſhes of. Lightening, when pꝛele 
followed a ſerene Sky, and g ſeming Caftle which ftwd de 
them immediately vaniſhed ; whither app2oaching, they found 
the dead Carcaſe. of the Pagician, his Joynts all diſlocated, and 
the Trunk of his Body as black as the (ute Moor or Cimerian 
-darkncſs,... The Duke and the two Lovers were freedfroyr their 
tozments, whom they congratulated faz their happy. deliverance. 
Lheſe thꝛee perſons thaugh much amazed at what had happened, 
get could hardly believe themſelves delivered from their perſects 
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ting Coꝛmentoꝛs, but being made ſenſible of their pꝛeſer vation 
by the two Noble Captains, their joy was inerp2cCible ; the 
Duke returning thim his grateful thanks in theſe woꝛds; 

Moſt Magnanimous Herdes, to hom am indebted for the re- 
mainder of my unfortunate Life, you have fo far obliged me for

have heard all the ſto2y of their Loves) and in ſo doing we ſha!

aud perfozmed fo2 your freedom. 

Dir, (ſaid the Prince) your wozds like Puſick pleaſe me ſa 
well, that it ſhall be the greateſt jop of my heart to have it ſo, 
and thereupon embzacing Sir Dyon, as alſo his Daughter, who 
humbly kneeled at his feet, deſiring fo: giveneſs foꝛ what ſhe had 
done; Dear Daughter ſaid he, may thy joys with him herealter 
be as comfoztable, and moze during then thy troubles and afflict- 
ons have ben hitherto, and know it repenteth me foz my unkind- 
neſs to thez, which fo2ced thee unfo what thou haſt done. After 
theſe wo2ds ſpoken, with many other expreſſions of Love, and 
forgetfulneſs of what is pat, they all went to view the Body of

The Pillar being Erected, the two valiant Captains Sir Or-

To the other Captains and Soldiers was alſo given gifts of 
great value, ſo that they departed away all of them very well ſa- 
tisfied. Jn their way homewards they met with certain Pp- 
rates, who roving upon the Coaſts of Italy, tok many of the 
Inhabitants Pziſoners, amongſt others was the Beautiful Cy- 
ropa, Siſter unto Sir Orlando, With theſe Pyrates they en-

Sir I acknowledge my ſelf doubly engaged to you, as for your 
love ſo alſo for my liberty, for which I cannot in the leaſt make 
you a requital; but · ſince you do eſtabliſh your Content upon my 
acceptance of your Service, your hopes cannot deceive you much,

Theſe loving paſſages betwixt Sir Ewin and the Lady Cy ropa

This Oꝛation of St. George much comfozted the hearts of alt 
that heard him, but ſon after greater comfo2t- appeared, fo2 on a 
ſudden the Sup began to clear, and the Dun whom thep had not 
beheld in many days, began to appear, and to ſhot fo2th his en⸗ 
lightening Kayes ; Their ſhip now did not mo ve of it ſelf, no: 
knew the Parriners in what Coaſt they were, pet was their joy 
exceeding great to behold the lightſome brams of the Sun, and to 
converſe with their Companions as well with their Epes as with 
their Ears.

that his Boat was all beſtained with a crimſon dye. | An the mean

Having app2oached within half a mile of 
the Caſtle; Sir Guy ſent a Peſtenger to Enphemius, demanding 
him to reſtoze the Caſtle with all that belavged to it, to Selindus, 
o2 elſe to expeu the woꝛit that ſhould happen upon ſuch refuſal ; but 
Euphemius was ſo far from granting his requeſt, that he bid the 
Pelenger to charge his Maſter fo2thwith to depart his Zerrito- 
ries, 02- elſe. his life world pay foz his pzcſumption in feking to 
meddle with what he had nothing to do:withal, PYerenpon; bath 
ſides pꝛepared themſelves faz fighting <'Euphemius himſcif, with 
the Gyant Moriſco, accompgnied with th2e handed of his choic⸗ 
eſt Sculdters, ſetting upen Dir Guy with ſuchfary, that, bad be 
not ben st undaunted Courage, and alpays-watchful againſt 
ſuch defperate onſets, he hay andoubtedly.averth2own-him ; but 
Sir Guy having with great Malour ſtend the:ſhock of their fury, 
fell upon Euphemius and his men with ſuech undaunted releintion, 
that notwithſtanding he made a notable reſiſtance, pet his Soul- 
diers began to give back, which the Moriſco pertei ving. he ſingty 
ſet upen Wir Guy, and with manly Conrage dealt about ſuch 
blowes, that who ſo ſhonld hahe beheld him, would have thought 
the great Alcides had deſcended again upon. the Earth, fo teach 
Poztals the way of Pankinds deſtruction ; but Sir Guy ſo nim⸗ 
bly avoided his blowes, and with ſnch dexfericossk11l ſet upon 
the Gyant with his never failing @woz2d, that he made many 
wounds in his flcſh, whereby Death to enter in at, which Eu- 
phemius percetving, he made up to Sir Guy to ſuccanr the Mo- 
riſeo, but befoze he could get up to him he was ſet upon by Cap⸗ 
tain Bolus, with ſo great Courage, that he found he had enough 
to do to defend himſelf, At laſt Hir Guy enfozcing dimſelf with 
all his might, gave ſuch a blow on the Gyants Helmet as pierc⸗ 
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ing the ſame, it came fozth all embꝛued with his Brains, hd 
without ſpeaking any wozd. fell down dead to the ground. 
Euphemius ſ&ing his Friend the Moriſco fall, would have fled 
away, but he was ſo in viron d by Souldiers, that all means was 
taken from him to eſcape, whercupon he was fozced to pield him⸗ 
ſelf_ a Pꝛiſoner, and was both by Sir Gny, and Captain Bolus, 
entertained with great Civility. In the mean time Sir Gays 
Soul diers had perſued their Enemies with ſuch vigour, that thoſe 
0. were in the Caſtle, opening their Gates to entertain their 
flying Friends, befo2e- they could ſhut - them again, Sir Guys 
Souldiers alſo entered with them And now within the Caſtle 
began a moff deſperate conflict, neither Defendants noz Atſailants

vantage Sir Albert, taking ſet foz ward down Voꝛſe with the 
further 
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farther ſpur, ſo as Ly ſanders Yozſe came over with his Paſter 
under him, giving to Sir Albert the honour of the vicozy. 

Many other Knights and great Perſonages were by him wozlt- 

ed, as Dir Egreof Sparta, Don Zara of Argos, VVildamore of 
Creet, and many others: but as we have ſeen the Sun in a ſe- 
rene day diſpezſe his Beams with great ſplendour, enlightening 
the-{Wo2id, to the content of all the beholders, and towards {He 
Evening his radiant luſtre ſet in a darkned Cloud; even ſa the 
glozies gained by Sir Albert were darkned by his laT enter- 
p2tze, with an encounter againſt an Arcadian Knight named Str 
Selvador, who at ſuch time as was the Ebb of day, when Phæbus 
bꝛight Chariot had run paſt the pzoud Pillars of Alcmena's Den, 
and with his Carth bozn ſhaves began to cloath the Earth with 
night, entered the Liſts, in an Armour repꝛeſenting only confu- 
ſion, no piece anſwerable to the other, yet all ſo well compacted 
as if Art had made o2der in confuſion. At the ſignal of the 
Trumpets founding they ſet ſpurs to their Mozſes, encounter- 
ing each other with ſuch well guided valour and Courage, as 
ſhowed them each to be a Paſter of Partial Pzoweſs ; but at 
the third courſe it was Sir Alberts ill foztune to miſs his Ref, 
which he could not recover, befoze Sir Selyador had met him, and 
by main ſtrength caſt him to the ground, 
The Yonour of the day remaining thus fo Sir Selvador, the 
appzoach of night put a period to thoſe Martial exerciſes foz that 
day, which yet were continued with manly courage and reſolu⸗ 
tion foz ſeveral days after. And now befoze King Alexanders 
return home to Theſſaly, the Coꝛonation of Guy with his Nucen 
Urania was appointed, which was perfozmed with all art and 
ſplendour imaginable, which alſo made god the P2opheſie that 
the Fairy Quten had pzedicted of him, as we mentioned befoze in 
the 14 Chapter of the firſt part of this Piſtoꝛp.

The Cozonation being thus over , King Alexander with bis 
Ketinue returned to Theſſaly, being accompanied part of the 
way with King Guy, and his Queen Urania; Captain Bolus al- 
ſo with the Eagliſh Soldiers reparted to their own Country, be- 
ing highly rewarded by the King and Nuen.

Cemedind&d that the Leafs wagged, as peu may behold when 
Lephyrus with a Gentle b2cath plays with them. Bis Armour 
was black, and in his Shield he had foz his device a Phenix riſing 
out of her fpicey Peſt, with this wozd, Vertue ever lives. 

At ſome little diſtance from us, did the Nobleman and other 
Champion alſo enter the Liſts, well pꝛepared to encounter each 
other : At the Trumpets ſounding we ſet ſpurs to our Yozles, 
and with cager fury each one aailed his Adverſary ; and here 3 
mult confeſs did J uſe my utmoſt endeavour lo: obtaining the vi⸗ 
92y, not only out of deſire of Glozy ta encounter with ( potent 
an Adverſarp, as alſo to regain the god opinion of the Natives, 
which now J ſæmed to have loft : Whilft cach of us thus firived 
- foz-the palm of Uicozy, and to purchaſe Fame by our well de⸗ 

-ſervings, we moze wearied our ſelves then got any advantage 
each of other, and in this equal fight. did we continue until ſuch 
time as the parted day held an equal ball ance bet wixt the foꝛze- 
going and enſuing light, and that b2ight Phoebus had half way 
mounted to the higheſt ftozy of his Olympick Palace. And in 
this equal condition of fight we both parted, when J greatly de- 
ſiring to know who it was that had ſo valtantly encountered with 
me, he pulling. off his Melmet, to my great wonder, J found 
him to be the Gpant Wonder, who come with us out of the 
Land of Denmark, and that his ſccond, a Captain who came 
likewiſe along with us: Yereupon we moſt lovingly embzaced 
each other. Now you muſk underffand that when we parfed from 
the Seven Champions, as J told you befoze, we embarked in 
two Ships, but it chanced that that Ship wherein he was, in the 

ight time, running upon a Rock was ſplit in pieces, moſt of 
them periſhing in the Dea, only he with ſome few others getting 
aſtride upon the main Paſt, by the favourable wozking of the 
Sea, were d2iven on ſhoar in a ſmall Alland near adjopning, 
the Inhabitants whereof received them kindly, and furniſhed 
them with ſuch necellaries as they wanted. Long had W 
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there, but hearing of the Kenown of King Belphegor afoꝛeſaid, 

he fold ſome Jewels whieh he had reſer ved from the wꝛack of the 

Sea, and with his Companion putting themſel ves into Armour, 

came to try their Foꝛtunes at the Jſland of Barcona, and where 

2 my chance to encounter with him, as J have declared un⸗ 
0 you.- 

Here did we ſtay until the excquies of the King was over, 
whaſe Funeral was Solemnized with all the Kites that beleng 
to Partial Diſcipline. Afterwards we were feaſted by ſcveral 
of the Nobles : at one of which feafts a Gentleman there pꝛeſent 
was declaring that in an Illand not far off, was a Fountain ef 
pure Mine, both delicious fo the Taſte, and extraozdinary 
wholefome to the 1Body ; about whoſe Banks grew Tres that: 
bear Fruit which healed all manner of Sozes and Diſcafes what -- 
ſoever, This Fountain was guarded'by a Gpant, and a Lyon- 
oa monffroas p2opozfion, and: fo2 the moze defence thereof ſur- 
rounded with a Mall offach ſtupendious height that it was im⸗ 
poſlible to climb over it. Having no entrance but only a narrow 
Ticket, which was ſo oꝛdered by Hegromancp that only two at 
a time ſhould enter therein, fo2 ſo it was declared by a Tablet, 
which hung over the Micket, to this effet; 


Two for to try their Valonr here may venture, 
But a third perſon is forbid to enter. 


Sir VVonder and J having heard this Relafion , reſolved ko 
undertake the enterpꝛize, and declaring our minds unto the Com 
pany, they applauded us foz our Heroical Reſolutions: So the 
nert dap, being furnifhed' with Armour accozding to what we 
deſtred, guided by the Gentleman who had given us the relation, 
we came beloꝛe this inchanted Fountain, and having read the 
Writing, we fpyed by the fide of the Micket & Silver Won, 
koꝛ them to blow which would have entrance; which Str V 7on- 
der putfing to his Mouth, it gave koꝛth a ſound as loud as When 
Canons diſgoꝛge their fiery vomits, oz that which Nilus maketh 
when the wafer kalts from the p:ccipitated Cataracts, when im- 
mediatelp the Wicket opened of it fclf, and ns foner were we 
enfered buf it ſhut again of its own accozd; being thus entered, 
we heard the Lyon ſend fozth ſuch a hideous peil, as fo2 the noiſe 
thereof might be heard to Ant ipodes: Wherenpen we pꝛepartd 
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dur telbes ſoz the encounter, and high time it was, foz imme⸗ 
diatelg we perceived. both the Gyant and I pon come Marchin 

againſt us, The Gpaut had on a Coat of Mail, of 4 wonderfu 

ſrrength and gavneſs, with an Daken. Tee in his hand foz a 
Club: The Lyon had on his Neck a Coller of Bzaſs.” Whekein 
the Hegromancer had witten theſe Fortes; |

The I pon came direciy towards me, and the "Gyant in "7 
" againſt Sir Wonder; and began a moſt terrible conflid on 
all ſides, foꝛ knowing our Lives depended. on the ſucceſs we ob⸗ 
tained, there needed no ſpur fo whet on our Courage: The Ly- 
on being molt. nimble, came firſt up to me, thinking with his 
paws; to have faſtened upon me, but J nimbly avoiding, his 
graſps, which J knew fo be deadly, ſtepping alide, gave a ſide 
blow againſt his Nibbs, which being as hard as Bꝛals, oz as im- 
penetrable as the Adamant ſtone, wh ich nothing can ſoften but 
the blood of Goats, wrought no effect upon him, only made him 
alittle to ſtagger. The Gyant on the other ſide came flouriſh- 
ing with his Oak againſt Sir Wonder, intending with ono 
firoke to have made a ſeparation bet wixt his Soul and Body, but 
ere he could ſtrike, dir Wonder gave him ſuch a blow on the 
Elbow, as he had well near dꝛopt the Club gut of his hand, The 
Upon having miſſed his aim at me, with a ſhozt turn whiſking 
dis LZaytabout, gave me ſuch a blow on my Waſte, that J was 
almoſt half perſwaded J was cut in two by the middle; but re- 
covering my ſelf, J th2ult at him with my Javelin; which not- 
withſkanding it were made of the ſtrongelt, Ach, vet ſhi verd in⸗ 
to a thouſand ſplidters; whereupon dzawing my Sword, and the 
Lyon c:ming flercely at me, J gave him ſuch a blow on the fo:e- _ 
eg, as cut it well near half way ok; but in the mean time the 
. ant had ſo wounded Sir VVonder, that he began fo faint, 
- which J xerceiving, thought it high time to uſe my etmoſt en- 

bea bour, and ſtriking at the Lyon with all my might, it was 
mp chante to cut him a deep gaſh on the Tye, whereupon he roar- 
ed moſt hoꝛribly, and retreating back, gave me oppoꝛtunity to 
lucccur Dir VVoader, who now was upon the point of falling, 
belag de pip wounded, and vo loſt abundance of blod. „be 
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Gyant ſceing the Lyon refreating towards fhe Foiunfata, deſired 
a parler, but J would hear of no Conditions but only an abſo- 
late ſubmiſlion of himſelf to my mercy, which at firſt he rcf:1- 
fed to do, whsreupon we entred info a fre Combat, giving 
and receiving many blows on each ſide, ſo that being almoſt ven: 
ried J reſolved to make quick diſpatch, and gefting? within 
compaſs of his Club, cloſing with him, we both kumbled bown 
together, I falling uppermoſt, fo ſhould he have tumbled down 
upon me, he wonid have well near cruſhed me to pieces. 

The great weight of the Gyant bꝛuiſed him much in his fall, 
ſo that he was ſcarce able to riſe, when J getting upon my feet 
pꝛeſented my Sword unto his Th2oat, but then did he bellow 
out fo ſpare his Life, and he would reveal all the fecrets of the 
Fountain unto me, and deliver me the poſſeſſion thereof, which 
A was the willinger to do, becauſe J ſaw the Gyant Wonder 1y- 
ing at that time upon the Ground like a liveleſs coarſe; yet 
doubting of his truth, A could hardly believe him, whereupon he 
ſwo2e by Mahomet, Termagant, and Apollo, that he would be 
true to me, upon which J pꝛomiſed him his Life, which eaſily I 
might have taken away, he being ſcarce able to ſtand on his feet; 
but my care foꝛ Sir Wonder made me apply my ſelf wholly to 
him, whs was now ready fo caſt off the Robes of Clay, and fo 
be raked up in Deaths cold Embers ; but J now to try the faith- 
fulneſs of m new ſezvanf, commanded him fo fetch me ſome 
Wine from the Fountain, which immediately he did, tcgetter 
with ſome of the Fruit which was growing on the Banks there- 
of, which we had no ſooner poured down his Thꝛoat, but he pre- 
ſently revived, ſuch was the ſoveraign verfue thereof, and in a 
little ſpace got upon his feet, and being as it were waked out of 
a trante, he wondred to ſee the Gyant and J ſtand ſo lovingly 
together; when after ſome little pauſe he bzeathey fozth theſe 
wo2ds, a 

What am I awake, or is this fome Apparition which appeared 
to my deceaſed ghoſt? Art not thou my Friend Pandraſus? and 
were we not engaged in fight with a Gyant and a Lyon; if this 
then be the Gyant, what is become of the Lyon? or how com- 
eth it to paſs that inſtead of fighting we without blows commune 
ſo loviagly together? and how came my Soul which was juſt now 
ſinking into Charons Boat, to take poſſeſſion again of my Body! 
Thus foz a_ while did he ON when we made known fo 

| bim 
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pim what had hapned, and by direction of the Gpant wo made 
towarvs the Fountain, where by the way we met with the Lyon, 
who ſ&ing the Gyant without harm in our company, be - alſo 
fawned upon us: Now when we were come to the Fountain, 
and had taſted of the Fruit, it ſcemed unto us that we were as 
whole and as ſound as ever we were befoze the fight. 

All this while did the Gyant- with great ſeeming ſubmilCion 
wait upon us, ſhowing us all the varieties that belonged to the 
place, but under theſe aſhes of dillimulation lap harboured a can- 
kercd heart, which burned with the fire of revenge. It now be- 
gan to be the ebb of dap, when the bright Charioter of Heaven 
began to dꝛaw towards Thetis watry bowers; wherefoze we re⸗ 
ſolved to repoſe there that night, and were conducted by the Gyant 
to a ſpacious Chamber, wherein ſid a ſtately Bed: But dzead- 
ing the Gyants perfidiouſneſs, we ſlept not both of us togethet, 
but one always ſtod upon his guard, which no douhf prevented 
him from further miſchief at that time, and thereloze what he 
could not do one way he ſought toad another wap; and knowing 
ofa poplenous fruit which grew within lx miles off the Foun- 
tain, the Nature of which was, that being no (wner eaten but 
it calf them into a deadly ſleep foz- the ſpace of eight hours after; 
he thereloze to accompliſh his Deviliſh deſign; travelled thither- 
that night, and early the next mozning belsze the radiant vun 
pear'd th2ough the Golden Windows ol the Eaſt, he came unto 
us with as ſmiling a tk as his ill-favour d Countenance could 
affo2d, and pꝛeſented to us ſome af the fruit to eat; but at the 
ſame time from me Poſe there fell thre d20ps ot Sled, and 
a Diamend Ring: which J bad on my Finger, ſweat, and;look's 
as pale as aſhes; whereupon fozeboding ſome: Treafon, A com- 
manded hin to taſte firſt thereof himſelf. which with an obſti⸗ 
nate denpal he refuſed to do, and perceiving his treachery was 
diſcovered, he thought now ne: way but te conquer he Arms 02 
dpe, and thereupon firuck at me witz all his migbt, which 1 
awarded as well as 1 could, however he gave me a flight. wounn 
on my Arm; hereupon ſnatching uy my Swond, falſe Villain 
laid A) now ſhall. thy Life pay for thy treachery, not all the 
wealth of the Indies ſhall redeem: the out of my hand. And: 
now he being out of his Coat af Pait,. I ceuld. the better deal 
with him, laying: en load upon, him with all the ſtrength and 
ail A had,. making ſuch- dey, furrows in his flelh, * the 
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blood Ence't from him as from a crack in a ſtrait pipe of Lead. 

Whilf we were thus fighting, the Lyon with like üerceneſs 
allailed Sir VVonder, who was but newly awaked from his 
deep, hearing the tlattering which the Gpant and J made with 
fighting, but the G yant did not long endure my blows , but made 
towards the Fountain, to have taffed ſome cf the Fruit, the 
vertue whereo? he knew to be ſuch that it would have cured him 
ct all his wounds in an inſtant, but ere he had gotten half 
way thither,'J run him in at the back with my Sword, where⸗ 
upon turning him towards me, he gave me ſuch a blow on my 
Weſt, which ſo numbed mp hand as my (word was ready to 
D2op cut of it, but J having the nfe of one hand as well as the 
other, quickly recovering my ſwozd gave him ſuch a dep gaſh 
on the Bam as he came tumbling down liketo a great Timber log, 
enough to ſhake the ground and make an Earthquake; when run 
ing my ſwoꝛd into his Bowels, J left him as J thought ſoz dead, 
and returned to the ſuccour of Dir V Vonder, who by this time 
had overcome the K pon, and laid him fo2 dead, and was coming 
towards me, at our meeting we kindlg embzaced each other, 
thanking the divine powers lo; ours ſo notable a Uieozy. 

Returning back towards the Gpant, we found he was not 
quite dead, who befoze his expiring confeſſed unto us his Treas 
ſon thatif we had eaten of the poyſonons Fruit, as fen-as 3s 
had fallen aſleep, he would have digged a deep pit, and therein 
have buried us alive, ſo near we were to the jaws of deſtruction. 
By this time the Gentleman that conducted us to the Jſland, at⸗ 
tended with ſome few reſolute Soldiers, came (but not without 
much doubting) to ſee what was betome of us, intending with 
theit beſt aid in helping us to the obtaining of the Uico2y, but 
finding the wozk done to their hands, they rejoyced exceedingly 
at dur god Foztune. 

And now being thushappily met together, we reſalved to fry 
anierperimentor: the-popſonoils fruit upon thꝛee Dogs which our 
Gentleman Condvao2 had brought with him, and in o2der there 
nafo' we gave to one Dog two Apples, fo ths ſecond thzes Ap- 
ples; and to the third, four; when in an inſtant they all pzefentf- 
ly fell aſleep ; but we refolving to find whether the effeas were 
anſwerable to what the Gpant had told us, ſtaid fo ſee what 
would be the event - o it ſo happened that thefirſt dog which 


had eaten two Apples, at ſix hours time awaked, and as it ſud⸗

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denlp ariſed from a trance, like to one ſrantick ran away from ue, 
Whether we could never ſæ him after, The ſecond deg having 
lain abaut the ſpace of ſeven hours, giving great groans began to 
Mr and tumble about, but came not to himſelf. till about an hour 
after, {E111 continmng_ very lick, but we giving him one of the 
pꝛetious Apples, he p2cfently revived and became well; but ths 
third dog who had taken fth2ee Apples never came to himſelf d- 
gain, by which we experimented the nature of that popſonous 
fruit, thanking the Jmmoztal Powers fo: our eſcaping ſo emi⸗ 
nent a danger. 

Tiis being done, we went all o us to the Fountain, where 
we 'carouſed of the Mine very frälr, and ſon after came to us 
di vers ol the Nobies and Knights from Barcona, who beholding 
the Bodies of the Gyant and Lyon, highly appianded our Csu⸗ 
rage in the attemp, and with a general conſent pꝛoffered us the 
government of the Fountain, with all the Iſland thereunto, 
which Sir Wonder freely accepted of, but I being dclirons to re- 
turn home, as J had faithfully pꝛomiſed to thoſe of my fallowers 
which remained, having furmfhed' my ſelf with what neccfarics 
J wanted, tok Ship, and after many difficultics arrived in this 
Iſland.

hardly perceive the had any Eyes but by the holes only, which 
were crept farther info her Face, then her Noſe was out cf it; 
her quarreling Deeth of ſuch a colour that they khemſel ves 
ſcared one another; her Bzeath able to infec the Air, and cauſe 
aà Peſtilence: and all the reſt of her Body like fo the Chaos of 
an unlickt Bears Whelp. This defozmed Trot, whole. Face 
was enough fo preclaim her a Witch, all the time the fight was 
botwixt the Gpant and Sir Owen, and Sir Phelim, was mum⸗ 
bling the Devils Pater - noſter, fo2 the god ſucceſs of her Ma er; 
but when ſhe ſaw that he was ſlain, ſhe exclatmed againſt Deas 
ven, and cnrſed all the Infernal Powers, wiſhing the Ground 
might open and ſwallow them up, although ſhe her ſeli were in⸗

long; fo2 A attending the King a Punting, (a paſtime in which 
he took great delight) he was en a ſudden ſurprized by this Gy- 
ant, nene but J Landing fo him, although followed by & great 
Companp, the uglinels of his pꝛopoztion lo. affrighting them, 
that they recommended the p2otection of their Life to their Feet, 
and ſled as ſwilt as trembling Doves befoze the ſwoping Cagle. 
And now the Ring and J thus left to his mercy, nothing would 
redeem our Lives but the delivering up this Caſtle to him, which 
then was the Royal Panſion of his Pajelty ; and though this 
was done acco2ding to his deſire, vet this perfidions lump of fleſh 
retained us both Pziſoners; which how he nſcd the King is to 
me unknown, but fdz my ſelf, my miſeries under him were ſo 
great that Natures rude Ser jant, Death, ſhould have ben very 
welcome to have arreſted my Body, and laid mie in the cold Pzi- * 
ſon of the Grave. 745 
This ſo2rowful Relation w2ought great compaſſion in the 
hearts of Sir Owen, and Sir Phelim, Who with wzathtul Conn-

Beſides the ſinging · Birds named befoze, there was an infinite 
number of Partridges, Pheaſants, Quails, and Phenixes which 
are not to be found in other Countries, were here very plentiful 
all which were ſo tame that you might take them up in your

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made paſſages fo2 their Sonls into the other Mozlo; fo that all 
the way as they were chaſed the ſpectacle was ugly and griefly to 
beholy ; here lay Bodies tozn in pieces, mangled Limbs cut and 
hackt in divers manners; ſo that a man beholving ſuch a ſight 
might ſay; that Mar is an ererciſe not of Panhod, but of An- 
humanity. Almantor himfelf fought molt valiantiy, doing what

The Meſſengers having heard theſe words, wich a loud voice cryed out, 
live our Lord Pandios, (for ſo was the ancient Gentleman called) and thereupon 
they defired leave to go immediately to acquaint the reft with their determina- 
tion; which when they had done, there was ſuch an acclamarion and ſhout of 
the People, as ſurpaſſed that which Thraciax Boreas makes a mongſt the Pines 
of Oſſa, or as when the Artillery of Heaven are diſcharged along che cleaving 
Sky: And thereupon coming all to Sir David, they ſubmitted themſelves, pro- 
miſing faichful Obedience to the Aged Pandion, which he moir lovingly enibra- 
ced, giving them many wholeſome admonicions, and defiring Sir Pandion to be 
a Gracious Lord unto them.

Herald, who by ſound of Trumpet proclaimed a ſolemn juſts to be held by 
the Emperour of Conflantinopit, in honour of his Sons Nuprials, who was. con- 
wated to the King of Trebizaxds. Daughter, the Beaurcous Lucinda, whoſe Fame 
reſounded all the world over, Theſe Juſts were proclaimed in all the Kingdoms 
of the Earth, ſo that at the time appdinted there arrived ar his Court the moſt 
approved Knights for Valour and proweſs chat were-then living : Amongft others 
were St. Georges three Renowned Sons, Sir Gay, Sir Alexgnarr, and Sir David ; 
Thixher alſo had Fames Trumpet invited the Valiant Sir Tyrgin from France, Sir 
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Fears from Spain, Sir Orlando from It ah, Sir Ewin from Scotland, Sir Philim from 


On the firſt day ot the juſts entered that valiant knight at Arms che Renowẽn- 
ed Sir Guy king of Sicih, mounted on a Barbary Steed, who pranced on the 
ound in as great ſtare as Becephalus the Horſe of King Al-xander ; his Armous 
{ like the colour of his Horfe ) was of a dark brown; and for his device on his 
Shield was an Anchor, with this word Auchora ſpe, Againſt him entered a Phr- 
giax Knight named Doroſus, upon a ſorrel Horſe of an Epiriaz breed, with flam- 
ing Noſtrils, his Armour was green and for his device he had in his Shield a 
Laurel-Tree, with this word, ever fhuriſhing. Ar che Trumpets ſound they en- 
countered each other wich great skill and violence, breaking their ſtaves that the 
ſplinters tlew into the Air, But at the third courfe Sir Guy ran againſt him with 
fuch might, that both Horſe and Man fell to the ground. Wich like Valour did 
he that day overcome twenty ive Knights, aud was with great Triumph con- 
ducted home unto his lodging. | 

The next day Sir Altxander entered the Liſts as chief Challenger againſt all 
; comers: His Horſe was of a Morocco Race, with Tusks out of his mouth like to a+ 
Boarz His Armour was red, and for his device, in his Shield was an Oxe bleed- 
ing, with this word, ſuch to Oppoſers : The firſt that ran againſt him was a Macedo- 
ian Lord named Lentalus, of Gygantick ſtature, and approved Manhood, but by 
the Valour of Sir Alexander he was overchrown, as alſo nineteen other Knights of 

Proweſs and Fortitude, 
Tae third day Sir David appeared in the Liſts chief Champion againſt all Op 
poſers : His Horſe was of a Cheſnut colour, his Armour azure, and on his ſhield 
was painted a ſerene Sky, with this word, without Clouds. This Valiant Knight 
behaved him ſelf fo weil that day, that he brought to ground thety four Knights, 
to his great Commendation and Hononr, being conducted to his lodging by the 
Prince Roſuda, with ſound of Trumpets and other Muſical Inſtruments. 

Ou the fourth day appeared for chief Champion againſt all comers the Renown- 
ed and Valiant Knight at Arms Sir Tarpin of France, mounted on an Arabian Courſer, 
of a Strawberry colour, and ſo lively were the red ſpots on him intermingled 
with white, (like unto Strawherries in a diſh of Cremy that ic ſeemed rather na- 
tural then artificial: His Armour was of atawny colour, and on his ſhield was 

ainted an Orange-Tree, with this word, jraitfully comforting. This valiant Knight 
haved himſelf fo gailantiy that day, that che Emperour in reward of his mag- 
nanimiry threw unto him a Gold Chain, at the end-whereof hung a rich Meddal 
all beſer with Pearls and Diamonds, and fo with great Acclamations of the peo · 


pie, he was conducted to his Lodging: 
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On the fifth day the moſt Heroick and Invincible Knight Str Petro of Spain eu- 
tercd the Liſts, mounted on a Spazih Genner, his Armour was of a flame colour, 
ſo artificially wrought that to a nor skilful Eye his Body ſeemed to be all on a fire 
for ſo well had the Artiſt contrived the ſame, that by the moving of his Horſe, 
the Wind ſeemed to fan up the flames to a greater blaze: His device in his ſbield 
was a Salamander living in the fire, with this word, not ſo conſumed. This Re- 
nowned Knight by his Martial Proweſs overthrew no leſs then 34 Champions that 
encountered with him, inſomuch t hat the Princeſs Lucinda gave him her Glove to 
wear, and commanded that thereafrer he ſhould be called her Knight. 

Upon the ſixth day as Sir Orlando of Itah was entering the Lifts, there met 
him a Squire, who ſpake to him in theſe words; Sir Knight, my Meſizr by me ad- 
viſes ye to nate the beſt drſence you can, that by your ſtout refefiance, bt may obtain the 
greater Honour in your overthrow. To whom Sir Orlando replyed, Go tell thy Maier I 
am prepared for. him, aud that it is not good to ſell the Lyons Skin anti be be dead. AC- 
cordingly herenaco encountering each other, they fought with ſo much skill and 
valour, the Mars himſelf might have been a ſpectatour of their worthy Atchiev- 
ment, being Men of ſuch Proweſs as not to know fear themſelves, and yet to teach 
z others that had to deal with them; long time did Victory equaliy Play upon 
their dancing Banners, but at laſt Conqueſt diſplayed: her filver Wings on Sir Or- 
{a:40's Head, and his Antagoniſts brags vaniſhed in ſmoak, his Body with his Ho- 
nour being laid in the duft. With the like .ſucceſs did Fe overcome eighteen 
Knights more that day, whereby he won the reputation of.a moſt valiane — 

On the ſeventh day the Renowngd Koight Sir Ewin Scotland was chief 
Champion, who entered the Liſts mounted on a Scotrilh Gailoway, who though 
bur ſmall of ſtature, was of ſtrength comparable to an Elephant; his Armour 
was black, as alſo his ſhield, with theſe Letters in white, boping for day; His 


ſucceſs was ſuch that he foiled no leſs then threeſcore Knights, gaining to himſelf 


Immortal Fame by ſuch their overthrow. 

The eighth day was managed by Sir Phelim of Ireland, as brave n Knight as 
ever trod the Field of Mars; he was mounted on an Iriſh Hobby, decked with a 
Plume of Peacocks Feathers 3 His Armour n as it it had been 
made up of ſeveral pieces, yet all joyned together In a loving confuſedneſs. On 


his fhield was pourtrayed a red Breaft, with this word, inzecently harmigs. He en- 


countered that day with 25 Knights, all whom by his Manly. Prow eſs he overcame. 
On che ninth and laſt day there entered the Liſts that Heroick undaunted Knight 
Sir Owen of the Mountains, mounted on a ſtately Engliſh Palfrey. His Armour was 
milk white, his arriring elſe all cut in Stars, which made of Cloth of Silver, and 
Silver Spangles, each way ſeemed to caſt many aſpects, In his ſhield was a ſheep 
feeding in a. pleaſant Field, with this word, without ſear or envy. This valiant 
Knight Sir Owen behaved himſelf ſo gallantly, and diſmounted ſo many. Knights 
that day, that the Prince Rofinda entiruled him the mirrour of Chevalry, and 
pattern of true Magnanimiry. a 5 
Atter the Juſts were finiſhed, the Emperour entertained theſe nine worth 
Knights in moſt ſumptuous manner, ſpending ſeveral days in their company, wit 
great Feafis, Masks, and other ſtately ſhowes, and in reward of cheir Martial per- 
formances, gave unto them ꝙ moſt rich precious ſtones, each of them valued at 2 
Kings Ranſom befides other moſt rich Preſents from the Prince and Princeſs, and ſo 


taking their ſolemn leave of the Emperour and other High Eſtates then preſent, 


with great honour apd applauſe, they returned each to his own Country. 
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
